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Common  Action  on  Pollution 

STUDY  MISSION  VISITS  BRITAIN 

A  technical  assistance  mission  set  up  by  the  Organisation  for  European 
Economic  Co-operation  (O.E.E.C.)  to  study  methods  of  dealing  with 
air  and  water  pollution  caused  by  the  chemical  industry,  arrived  in  Great 
Britain  on  October  25  to  study  the  problems  in  Great  Britain  and  ways 
adopted  to  tackle  them. 


While  in  Bntain  the  mission  will 
visit  the  Water  Pollution  Research 
Laboratory  of  the  Department  of  Sci- 
entific and  Industrial  Research,  Wat- 
ford, and  the  works  of  Monsanto  Che- 
mical Co.,  Ltd.,  Ruabon,  and  May  & 
Baker,  Ltd.,  Dagenham.  The  pmpose 
of  the  mission  is  to  enable  member 
countries  of  O.E.E.C.  to  exchange 
knowledge  of  techniques  on  the  prob- 
lem. The  mission  will  report  on  the 
best  European  practice  and  it  may 
subsequently  be  decided  to  organise  a 
mission  to  study  the  problem  in  the 
United  States.  The  chairman  of  the 
mission  is  Mr.  M.  D.  Bone  of  Imperial 
Chemical  Industries,  Ltd.,  and  other 
United  Kingdom  representatives  in- 
clude Dr.  J.  S.  Wilson,  of  Monsanto 
Chemical  Co.,  Ltd. 

The  local  medical  committee  for 
the  County  of  London  has  recom- 
mended, with  the  support,  of  the  Bri- 
tish Medical  Association,  that  everyone 
in  an  area  affected  by  "  smog  "  should 
cover  the  mouth  and  nose  with  a  gauze 
mask  like  that  worn  in  the  operating 
theatre.  The  meshes  will  arrest  most 
of  the  soot,  while  moisture  from  the 
breath,  condensed  on  the  mask,  will 


prevent  the  passage  of  some  of  the 
irritant  chemicals  that  cause  lung  dis- 
orders. The  mask  should  consist  of 
six  layers  of  surgical  gauze  about  six 
inches  square  with  tapes  at  the  corners 
for  tying  behind  the  head  and  neck. 
For  women  with  a  preference  for  some- 
thing less  clinical  in  appearance,  the 
older  idea  of  covering  up  with  a 
chiffon  scarf  is  the  more  expensive 
alternative. 

GATT  DEVELOPMENTS 
Review  of  constitution  in  1954 

THE  conference  of  the  General 
Agreement  on  Tariffs  and  Trade 
(CjATT)  meeting  in  Geneva  recently, 
decided  to  extend  the  existing  tariff 
concessions  until  June  30,  1955.  The 
contracting  parties  also  decided  that 
a  full  revision  of  the  GATT  constitu- 
tion should  be  carried  out  in  October 
1954.  Despite  opposition  by  the  United 
Kingdom  and  a  number  of  Common- 
wealth countries,  Japan  was  elected  an 
associate  member  of  GATT.  The  deci- 
sion does  not  require  all  contracting 
parties  to  grant  or  receive  from  Japan 
the  benefits  of  the  general  agreement, 


but  a  number  have  already  agreed  that 
their  commercial  relations  with  Japan 
should  be  governed  by  the  provisions 
of  GATT.  Japan's  associate  member- 
ship will  continue  until  June  30,  1955, 
or  until  Japan's  full  accession  which 
will  follow  upon  tariff  negotiations 
that  are  to  take  place,  should  that 
prove  earlier. 

CLINICAL  RESEARCH 
Hospital's  new  department 

AN  Institute  for  Clinical  Research  was 
opened  at  Middlesex  Hospital,  London, 
on  October  26.  It  has  been  planned 
to  provide  consultants  of  the  hospital 
with  research  facilities  for  their  exclu- 
sive use.  It  is  thought  to  be  the  first 
of  its  kind.  The  new  department  and 
its  equipment  have  been  paid  for  out 
of  the  hospital's  resources.  Projects 
approved  by  the  clinical  research  com- 
mittee of  the  board  of  governors  will 
be  carried  out  in  the  institute  under 
the  direction  of  consultants.  One  of  the 
projects  already  approved  concerns  the 
movement  in  the  nose  of  bacteria,  and 
another  involves  the  testing  of  drugs 
for  use  in  cancer  of  the  breast.  The 
director  of  the  Institute  is  Professor 
A.  Kekwick. 

LINSEED  OIL 
Import  licensing  changes 

CHANGES  in  the  licensing  arrange- 
ments for  linseed  and  linseed  oil  are 
announced  by  the  Board  of  Trade. 
From  November  15  imports  will  be 
permitted  at  the  ratio  of  one  ton  of 
linseed  oil  (or  three  tons  of  linseed) 
for  every  one  ton  of  linseed  oil  bought 


LONDONERS'  "  HONOURS  BOARD  "  :  A  board  giving  in  gold  leaf  the  names  of  chairmen  of  the  London  Pharmaceutical  Committee  since 
it  was  founded  was  unveiled  at  the  Committee's  headquarters  on  October  20.  The  present  chairman  (Mr.  H.  Warburton)  said  that  the  occasion  was 
historic  and  unique,"  and  that  all  living  past-chairmen  were  present.  The  unveiling  was  performed  by  Mr.  G.  B.  Barnard  ("  father "  of  the 
Committee  and  three  times  its  chairman).  At  the  same  meeting  Mr.  George  Tocher  presented  the  Committee  with  a  framed  portrait  of  himself,  taken 
during  his  thirty-nine  years'  secretaryship  of  the  Committee. 
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from  the  Ministry  of  Food.  This  re- 
vised ratio  [formerly  it  was  one  for 
every  two  bought  from  the  Ministry] 
will  apply  to  future  purchases  up  to 
February  28,  1954,  and  retrospectively 
to  purchases  since  September  7,  1952. 
From  March  1,  1954,  imports  of  lin- 
seed and  linseed  oil  will  no  longer  be 
related  to  purchases  from  the  Ministry 
of  Food  and  will  be  permitted  under 
open  individual  licence  from  any 
source.  Details  of  how  to  apply  for 
licences  are  given  in  Notice  to  Im- 
porters No.  591  issued  by  the  Import 
Licensing  Branch  of  the  Board  of 
Trade,  Tufton  Street,  London,  S.W.I. 

N.H.S.  PRESCRIBING 
Doctors'  freedom  upheld 

FOR  two  hours  during  an  all-day 
meeting  on  October  15  the  General 
Medical  Services  Committee  of  the  Bri- 
tish Medical  Association  discussed 
economy  in  prescribing.  The  Supple- 
ment to  the  British  Medical  Journal, 
October  24,  reports  that  during  a  dis- 
cussion on  the  classification  given  to 
proprietary  medicines  by  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Prescribing  under  Sir 
Henry  Cohen,  one  member  pointed  out 
that  in  category  five  there  were  three 
groups:  1.  The  "rubbish  bin";  2, 
preparations  which,  although  having 
some  therapeutic  value,  had  dangerous 
side-effects  and  should,  according  to 
the  Joint  Committee,  be  further  inves- 
tigated; and  3,  preparations  of  appa- 
rent merit  which,  however,  had  not  yet 
been  approved.  Dr.  Bruce  Cardew 
claimed  that  there  were  ways  in  which 
drug  costs  could  be  kept  down  with- 
out invading  the  rights  of  the  indivi- 
dual doctor.  One  was  by  the  pricing 
committee,  which  used  to  work  very 
well  under  National  Health  Insurance. 
If  a  manufacturer  put  a  product  on 
the  market  which  was  three  times  more 
costly  than  the  official  preparation  the 
responsibility  of  the  doctor  should  not 
be  invoked;  it  was  the  responsibilitv 
of  the  Ministry  to  say  that  it  would 
not  pay  the  price  for  the  product, 
whether  prescribed  by  the  doctor  or 
not,  because  it  would  be  a  waste  of 
public  money. 

Dr.  G.  Dain  suggested  that  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Association  should  go 
to  the  Ministry  saying  that  they  wouid 
resent  strongly  the  classifications  of  the 
Joint  Committee  being  passed  to 
local  Medical  Committees  for  action 
against  doctors  in  their  prescribing. 

HEALTH  STATISTICS 
Recommendation  to  W.H.O. 

THE  first  international  conference  of 
National  Committees  on  Vital  and 
Health  Statistics,  he'd  in  London  re- 
cently, recommended  the  United  Na- 
tions and  the  World  Health  Organisa- 
tion to  encourage  the  more  widespread 
use  of  sampling  methods  in  the  collec- 
tion and  preparation  of  vital  and 
health  statistics  as  a  means  of  obtain- 
ing reliable  information  more  cheaply 
and  quickly  than  by  conventional 
methods. 

NEW  TRADE  MISSION 
Middle  East  to  be  visited 

THE  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
announced  in  the  House  of  Commons 


on  October  23  that  he  had  decided  to 
send  a  trade  mission  of  prominent 
business  men  to  the  Middle  East  in 
November.  The  Governments  of  the 
countries  to  be  visited  had  informed 
the  Government  that  a  mission  would 
be  welcome.  Sir  Edward  Benthall  had 
accepted  the  Minister's  invitation  to 
lead  it. 

WORKS  MEDICINE 
Treatment  at  company's  expense 

OBJECTIONS  to  a  doctor  employed 
by  the  Austin  Motor  Co.,  Ltd.,  using 
general  practitioners  as  "  grocers 
assistants  "  by  "  dictating "  prescrip- 
tions to  them,  were  voiced  by  mem- 
bers of  Worcestershire  Executive  Coun- 
cil recently.  In  a  letter  to  the 
Council  consequent  upon  earlier  com- 
plaints, the  company's  medical  officer 
stated  that  the  procedure  was  not  un- 
ethical, provided  the  patient's  own 
doctor  was  informed  and  agreed  to  the 
treatment.  Dr.  C.  Petvin  Porter  (vice- 
chairman)  said  that  firms  in  the  Black 
Country  that  had  been  questioned 
carried  out  similar  treatment  but  made 
no  claim  for  materials.  The  factory 
doctors  sent  in  a  bill  to  the  directors 
and  it  was  automatically  paid.  They 
were  meticulous  in  their  dealings  with 
general  practitioners.  The  Council 
decided  to  inform  the  company  that 
its  practice  was  contrary  to  that  in 
force  at  other  works  in  the  area,  and 
that  if  it  wished  to  treat  patients  it 
must  do  so  at  its  own  expense. 

LOCAL  NEWS 

Women  Pharmacists'  New  Rules 

AN  extraordinary  general  meeting  of 
the  National  Association  of  Women 
Pharmacists  was  held  in  Derby  on 
October  17.  The  executive  committee, 
appointed  in  April  to  frame  a  new 
constitution,  presented  its  report, 
including  a  revised  set  of  rules.  The 
report  and  rules — with  some  amend- 
ments— were  adopted.  A  copy  of  the 
new  rules  will  be  circulated  to  all 
members.  It  was  unanimously  decided 
that  the  executive  committee  should 
continue  in  office  until  the  general 
meeting  in  April  1954.  Mrs.  N. 
Williams,  Reading,  was  co-opted  to  the 
executive  committee;  Miss  O.  W. 
Scarlett,  Edinburgh,  was  elected 
treasurer;  and  it  was  decided  not  to 
appoint  another  joint  secretary.  Mrs. 
E.  N.  J.  Jones  agreed  to  undertake  all 
secretarial  duties. 

Birmingham  Refresher  Course 

A  COURSE  of  ten  lectures  in  phar- 
macy, pharmacology  and  chemothe- 
rapy has  been  arranged  by  the  Bir- 
mingham College  of  Technology  at  a 
fee  of  £1  Is.  The  lectures  are  being 
given  by  Mr.  D.  A.  Norton  (lecturer 
in  pharmaceutics  at  the  college)  and 
others,  and  take  place  on  Mondays, 
commencing  November  16. 

Receptionist  Signs  Prescriptions 

NOTTINGHAM  Executive  Council 
have  asked  the  Minister  of  Heallh  to 
withhold  £100  from  each  of  two  doc- 
tors whose  receptionist  gave  prescrip- 
tions with  a  "  per  pro "  signature  to 
patients,  while  the  doctors  were  on 
holiday. 


IRISH  NEWS 

Trade  Bodies'  Joint  Meeting 

AT  a  combined  meeting  of  the  Pro- 
prietary Articles  Trade  Association 
and  the  Chemists  Federation  in  Belfast 
on  October  15,  Messrs.  H.  E.  Chapman 
(secretary,  P.A.T.A.),  and  R.  H.  Kemp 
(secretary,  C.F.),  were  guest  speakers. 
Mr.  C.  L.  Gordon-Rattie  (president, 
Ulster  Chemists'  Association)  who  pre- 
sided, expressed  to  them  the  thanks 
and  appreciation  of  chemists  in 
Northern  Ireland  for  making  a  special 
journey  from  London.  Mr.  Chapman 
reviewed  the  work  of  P.A.T.A.  from 
its  beginning,  and  stressed  the  benefits 
to  chemists  and  other  retailers  of  price 
maintenance.  He  spoke  of  the  difficul- 
ties of  the  Association  since  1947,  and 
of  the  tremendous  amount  of  work 
involved  by  the  attack  on  retail  price 
maintenance,  and  now  by  the  inquiries 
of  the  Monopolies  and  Restrictive 
Practices  Commission  on  exclusive 
dealing.  He  conveyed  the  thanks  of 
the  council  to  the  Ulster  Chemists' 
Association  for  its  support  in  years 
pasi,  particularly  for  their  endorsement 
of  an  appeal  made  in  1950,  which  re- 
sulted in  the  enrolment  of  many  more 
new  members.  He  urged  members  to 
continue  their  support.  Mr.  Kemp  said 
that  the  work  of  C.F.  was  in  no  way 
opposed  to  P.A.T.A.  but  rather 
started  where  P.A.T.A.  left  off.  The 
Federation  was  also  under  the  observ- 
ance of  the  Monopolies  and  Restric- 
tive Practices  Commission.  The  battle 
for  C.F.,  he  said,  was  not  only  to  be 
fought  in  Queen  Square  and  by  the 
Northern  Ireland  C.F.  Committee,  but 
by  every  pharmacist  and  only  by  each 
one  being  100  per  cent.  C.F.  could  the 
movement  be  entirely  successful.  He 
congratulated  Northern  Ireland  mem- 
bers on  excellent  C.F.  fortnight  window 
displays  and  asked  them  to  give  maxi- 
mum display  throughout  the  year.  He 
advised  members  to  watch  their 
counter  trade,  recommending  C.F.  lines 
at  all  times  possible.  Pharmacists,  he 
said,  could  do  that  with  the  greatest 
confidence.  Referring  to  leakages,  he 
said  that  investigation  proved  too  often 
that  the  C.F.  goods  were  supplied  to 
non-C.F.  traders  by  retail  pharmacists. 
In  the  discussion  that  followed,  it  was 
suggested  that  C.F.  manufacturers 
could  give  more  assistance  to  retailers 
in  the  matter  of  display  material.  Mr. 
Kemp  was  requested  to  convey  from 
the  meeting,  a  recommendation  to  the 
C.F.  council  that  the  propaganda  com- 
mittee issue  a  showcard  for  general 
use,  pointing  out  to  the  public  that  all 
C.F.  goods  had  passed  a  code  of  stan- 
dards. A  similar  meeting  was  held  in 
Coleraine  on  October  16,  Mr.  H.  G. 
Campbell  (chairman,  North-east  Ulster 
Chemists'  Association)  presiding. 

Ulster  Chemists'  Association 

AT  the  October  meeting  of  the  execu- 
tive committee  of  the  Ulster  Chemists' 
Association,  the  president  (Mr.  C.  L. 
Gordon-Rattie)  welcomed  Messrs.  R. 
Hobson,  Moy,  and  J.  Stewart,  Dungan- 
non,  who  attended  by  invitation.  The 
annual  meeting  was  fixed  for  Novem- 
ber 18,  and  the  draft  report  of  the 
executive  committee  and  agenda  were 
approved.   The  eight  retiring  members, 
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Messrs.  J.  A.  Brown,  H.  G.  Campbell, 
R.  Gibson,  T.  A.  Gibson,  C.  L. 
Gordon-Rattie,  W.  H.  Mulholland, 
P.  R.  W.  Shinner  and  A.  Steede,  to- 
gether with  Mr.  F.  J.  Sweeney,  were 
reported  to  be  offering  themselves  for 
re-election.  Voting  papers  will  be 
sent  to  all  members  before  October  31.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Discoveries  and  Their  Uses 

Anyone  who  has  read  with  attention  the  speech  of  Sir  Oliver  Franks 
at  the  annual  dinner  of  the  Association  of  British  Chemical  Manufacturers 
(p.  417)  must  have  realised  that  it  was  a  call  to  a  higher  standard  of 
activity.  Surveying  British  industry  from  about  1860  to  the  present  day, 
the  speaker  indicated  a  rhythm  between  discovery  and  its  application,  each 
following  the  other  in  a  kind  of  cycle.  However  much  historians  may 
argue  about  individual  dates  and  priorities,  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  the 
reality  of  this  rhythm  or  cycle.  Just  before  reading  your  report  I  had 
been  looking  through  a  Times  dispatch  from  its  Washington  Correspondent 
announcing  that  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission  of  the  United  States 
Government  has  decided  to  experiment  in  the  production  of  atomic  power 
for  industrial  purposes.  If  a  reactor  can  be  operated  on  a  commercial 
scale  so  as  to  produce  more  nuclear  fuel  than  it  consumes,  an  important 
advance  will  have  been  made.  In  developments  of  this  nature  chemical 
manufacturers  have,  as  Sir  Oliver  Franks  put  it,  "  a  rather  special  responsi- 
bility." Some  years  ago  it  was  argued  by  one  of  our  publicists  that  a 
discovery  or  invention  comes  when  a  civilisation  is  ready  for  it.  But  such 
a  discovery  or  invention,  if  not  applied,  becomes  a  curiosity  of  science. 
Hence  the  responsibility  of  manufacturers:  they  are  in  touch  with  a  range 
of  markets. 

Prehensile  Grocers 

Why  grocers,  who  for  years  have  been  dabbling  in  goods  usually 
found  in  chemists'  shops,  should  now  need  "  a  company  specially  to  mar- 
ket "  such  goods  (p.  424)  it  is  not  easy  to  see.  From  their  point  of  view 
these  articles  can  only  be  side-lines.  Your  paragraph  on  the  subject  men- 
tions a  belief  "  that  sales  of  tooth-pastes  and  similar  products  can  be 
greatly  increased  through  the  grocery  trade."  I  take  leave  to  doubt  this. 
A  grocer  in  a  large  way  of  business  has  one  advantage  over  neighbouring 
chemists,  his  delivery  van:  the  prospect  of  arrival  of  purchases  without  the 
labour  of  carrying  them  home  may  sometimes  determine  where  to  order 
them.  However,  some  shoppers  prefer  to  take  back  on  their  return  as 
many  items  as  they  can  conveniently  carry.  Conscientious  grocers — I  trust 
that  the  species  is  not  extinct — will  continue  to  draw  a  line  between  goods 
for  household  purposes  and  goods  for  personal  use.  As  most  trades  have 
some  overlap,  in  classes  of  articles,  with  other  trades,  we  must  not  be  too 
exacting  about  the  doings  of  grocers. 

Sloane  as  Collector 

The  setting  up  of  a  memorial  plaque  to  Sir  Hans  Sloane  in  Chelsea 
(p.  410)  is  an  event  of  considerable  interest.  Among  "lots"  acquired  by 
the  nation  through  his  foresight  there  is  one  of  special  attraction  to 
pharmacists.  I  refer  to  the  little-known  group  of  specimens,  chiefly  min- 
eral substances,  stored  at  the  Natural  History  Museum  in  South  Kensing- 
ton. These  specimens,  the  subject  of  an  article  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  1935.11.514-15  (based  largely  on  a  monograph  by  Miss  Jessie 
M.  Sweet  in  the  Museum's  Natural  History  Magazine),  are  contained 
in  two  strongly  made  wooden  drawers,  each  divided  into  forty-nine  com- 
partments, with  manuscript  labels.  Some  of  the  specimens  (e.g.,  white 
arsenic)  look  much  as  they  must  have  looked  when  first  arranged.  Popular 
drugs  and  chemicals  of  the  period  are  well  represented.  The  most  unusual 
of  them,  perhaps,  is  lapis  variolosus,  a  small  stone  for  keeping  in  garments 
in  order  to  make  smallpox  "  come  favourable  ";  it  has  on  it  marks  more  or 
less  like  those  of  the  ailment  it  was  supposed  to  ease.  (The  doctrine  of 
signatures  may  have  survived  in  unexpected  quarters.)  So  busy  a  man  as 
Sloane,  president  of  two  learned  societies,  had  not  much  time  for  author- 
ship; but  in  1745  he  issued  "An  Account  of  a  most  Efficacious  Medicine 
for  Soreness,  Weakness,  and  Several  Other  Distempers  of  the  Eyes."  This 
was  an  ointment  (then  called  a  liniment)  with  tutty  as  its  principal  ingre- 
dient. Its  origin  has,  so  far  as  I  know,  never  been  definitely  settled.  Internal 
remedies  were  also  part  of  Sloane's  treatment  in  eye  troubles.

PORTSMOUTH 

Branch  Representatives'  Topics 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Portsmouth 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
held  in  Southsea,  on  October  22,  Mr. 


H.  N.  Griffiths  (chairman)  presiding, 
Mr.  J.  F.  McNeal  (a  member  of  the 
Society's  Council)  spoke  on  matters 
arising  out  of  the  Branch  Representa- 
tives' meeting  held  in  London  in  Sep- 
tember. He  said  that  there  were  not 
sufficient  pharmacists  coming  into  re- 
tail pharmacy  to  meet  present-day 
needs.  He  was  dismayed  by  the  low 
percentage  of  passes  in  the  final  exam- 
ination and  although  he  had  made  a 
study  of  that  particular  subject  he  had 
not  been  able  to  find  any  consistent 
factor  to  account  for  that.  He 
stressed  that  all  dispensing  should  be 
undertaken  by  qualified  men,  and  that 
evdy  poison  must  be  checked  by  a 
pharmacist,  as  one  mistake  could  do 
enormous  haim  to  the  profession  as  a 
whole.  He  advocated  the  retention  of 
Latin,  as  although  it  was  a  dead  langu- 
age it  was  a  universal  one.  After  Mr. 
McNeal's  address  he  was  asked  many 
questions  by  the  members,  and  a  lively 
discussion  ensued.  The  two  delegates 
to  the  Branch  Representatives'  meet- 
ing (Messrs.  J.  C.  Bloomfield  and  E.  R. 
Matthews)  rounded  off  the  discussion 
with  brief  reports  on  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Conference. 

DURHAM  COUNTY 

Members'  Night 

A  meeting  of  the  Durham  County 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
held  in  Durham  City,  recently,  took 
the  form  of  a  "  members'  night." 
The  problem  of  dispensing  assistants 
in  pharmacy  came  up  for  discussion 
and  it  was  the  opinion  of  the  meeting 
that  that  problem  was  less  serious  in 
retail  practice  than  in  hospital  service. 
The  attention  of  the  meeting  was 
drawn  to  the  fact  that  at  the  recent 
meeting  of  the  International  Federa- 
tion of  Pharmacy  in  Paris  the  British 
delegation  had  withheld  its  agreement 
on  a  clause  which  provided  that 
"  hospitals,  clinics,  polyclinics,  dispens- 
aries and  charities  must  not  supply 
medicine,  except  to  in-patients  "  (C.  & 
D.,  September  26,  p.  311).  The  presi- 
dent of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
had  said  that  out-patient  dispensing  was 
a  long  established  practice,  and  one 
to  which  the  British  pharmacists  of- 
fered no  opposition.  It  was  the  opinion 
of  the  Durham  meeting  that  that  sup- 
port should  not  have  been  withheld 
without  prior  consultation  with  mem- 
bers. It  was  felt  that  there  was  the 
root  of  the  dispensing  assistants 
problem.  Hospitals  were  tending  to 
economise  more  and  more  by  using 
assistants.  The  result  was  increased 
pressure  for  recognition.  If  there  were 
less  out-patient  dispensing,  less  hospital 
staff  (assistants)  in  dispensing  would 
be  required.  Retail  pharmacy  could 
cope  with  the  increased  dispensing 
without  giving  rise  to  increased  de- 
mands for  recognition.  The  discus- 
sion cu'minated  in  the  following  mo- 
tion being  passed  for  putting  forward 
for  inclusion  on  the  agenda  of  the 
next  Branch  Representatives'  meeting 
(proposed  by  Mr.  H.  Craven  and 
seconded  by  Mr.  J.  B.  Spedding): 

"  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  the  Society  was  wrong  in  with- 
holding support  of  the  abolition  of  out- 


patient dispensing  in  hospitals,  clinics,  etc., 
as  put  to  the  International  Federation  of 
Phaimacy,  without  prior  consultation  of 
its  members." 

STAFFORD 

Effect  of  the  Cohen  Report 

Sir  Hugh  N.  Linstead,  M.P.  (a 
secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society)  addressed  a  gathering  of  about 
a  hundred  members  of  the  Stafford- 
shire and  Dudley  regional  group  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  in  Stadord  on 
September  30.  He  said  that  the  Cohen 
Committee's  recent  report  would  have 
a  serious  effect  upon  the  manufacturers. 
That  would  have  repercussions  on  the 
export  of  proprietary  medicines,  which 
was  an  important  part  of  the  nation's 
economy.  It  was  undoubtedly  true 
that  much  important  research  was  done 
in  the  laboratories  of  the  big  phaima- 
ceutical  houses  and  the  continuance  of 
those  institutions  in  a  healthy  state  was 
an  important  matter  to  the  nation.  Sir 
Hugh  regretted  that  there  was  no 
research  council  similar  to  those 
existing  in  the  rubber,  textile  and  other 
industries.  There  was  bound  to  be  a 
tug-of-war  between  the  pharmaceutical 
profession  and  the  Government  but 
the  battle  over  the  next  twenty  years 
would  be  over  quality  not  price.  The 
chemists  could  win  the  argument  on 
the  quality  of  the  service  given.  The 
present  Government  was  not  likely  to 
increase  the  number  of  health  centres 
because  it  saw  the  importance  to  the 
community  of  personally  managed 
individual  businesses. 

In  answer  to  criticism,  during  the 
discussion,  of  the  lack  of  publicity 
given  to  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference,  Sir  Hugh  said  the  recent 
Conference  had  been  publicised  more 
than  any  previous  one.  A  member  of 
a  hospital  management  committee  said 
that  he  was  appalled  at  the  unbusiness- 
like methods  adopted  in  the  matter  of 
buying  drugs.  He  experienced  con- 
siderable difficulty  in  having  the 
system  altered.  He  was  promised  that 
the  matter  would  be  reviewed  next  year 
and  he  was  looking  forward  to  a 
saving  in  the  drug  bill  of  a  sum  not 
less  than  £75,000.  A  member  said 
that  he  did  not  think  that  the  Society 
did  as  much  for  the  chemist  as  it 
should.  When  there  was  talk  of 
economy  in  the  Health  Service  it  was 
always  the  chemist  who  was  asked  to 
bear  the  burden  and  there  was  no 
"  come  back "  from  the  Society.  Whal 
did  the  Society  do  to  justify  the  in- 
crease in  the  retention  fee?  Sir  Hugh 
said  that  those  remarks  did  not  beai 
examination.  He  would  mention  jusl 
one  fact — the  disappearance  of  the  dis- 
pensing doctor.  He  had  been  a  bone 
of  contention  with  chemists  for  years. 
Asked  if  the  numbers  entering  phar-j 
macy  were  being  maintained.  Sir  Hugbj 
replied  that  the  number  of  entrantsj 
was  adequate  but  that  there  was  now] 
a  greater  percentage  of  women.  It  was] 
found  that  they  became  lost  to  phar-j 
macy  on  marriage  but  that  they  some-] 
times  emerged  some  years  later.  Ha 
did  not  wish  to  see  again  the  conditions! 
in  the  early  'thirties  when  chemists  had| 
to  work  for  very  low  wages.

Ambrose  Staple- 
ton  Gwatkin, 
aged  seventy- 
three.  Mr. 
Gwatkin  was 
the  senior  part- 
ner of  Mc- 
Kenna  &  Co., 
s  o  1  i  c  i  t  o  r  s, 
Whitehall,  Lon- 
don, S.W.I,  and 
a  director  of 
about  twenty- 
five  pharmaceu- 
tical companies. 
In  1943  he  was 
elected  chairman  of  the  Proprietary 
Association  of  Great  Britain,  a  position 
that  he  held  until  his  death.  He  also 
acted  as  solicitor  to  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association.  Mr. 
Gwatkin  was  the  eldest  son  of  seven 
children  of  a  coffee  planter  in 
Ceylon.  He  was  fortunate  in  that  his 
early  education  was  taken  in  hand  by 
an  uncle  who  was  a  fine  scholar  and 
taught  him  Greek  iambics  with  such 
success  that  he  obtained  a  Queen's 
scholarship  at  Westminster  School. 
There  he  achieved  greater  success  as 
an  athlete  than  as  a  scholar,  playing 
cricket  for  the  school.  In  1898  he 
became  articled  to  Mr.  Theodore 
McKenna,  founder  and  for  many 
years  senior  partner  of  McKenna  & 
Co.  When  the  Boer  war  broke  out  Mr. 


Gwatkin,  who  did  not  find  his  early 
years  in  a  solicitor's  office  very  con- 
genial, volunteered  for  service  in 
South  Africa.  He  was  invalided  home 
after  an  attack  of  dysentery,  but  the 
hard  life  he  had  led  in  the  army  gave 
him  a  stamina  that  stood  him  in  good 
stead  for  the  rest  of  his  life.  He  was 
admitted  a  solicitor  in  1904,  became  a 
partner  in  McKenna  &  Co.  in  1916  and 
senior  partner  in  1930.  During  and 
after  the  1914-18  war  Mr.  Gwatkin 
made  several  visits  to  America  where 
he  had  a  large  circle  of  friends  and 
many  business  interests.  He  was  fond 
of  tennis,  cricket,  golf,  gardening, 
farming  and  literature.  He  was  con- 
nected also  with  many  charitable 
institutions.  For  example  he  Was  vice- 
chairman  of  the  house  committee  of 
the  Gordon  Hospital,  London,  S.W.I, 
a  member  of  the  committee  of  the 
Roffey  Park  Rehabilitation  Centre  and 
a  trustee  of  Dartington  Hall,  Devon. 
He  is  survived  by  his  widow  and  a  son. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Gambles  writes:  May  I 
on  behalf  of  the  vast  number  of 
friends  and  business  acquaintances  of 
the  late  Mr.  Gwatkin  express  an 
appreciation  of  the  services  he  has  ren- 
dered to  the  pharmaceutical  and  toilet 
goods  industries,  quite  apart  from  his 
many  other  important  business  appoint- 
ments. It  has  been  my  privilege  to 
enjoy  the  business  and  personal 
friendship  of  the  late  Mr.  Gwatkin  for 
over  forty  years.  His  great  ability  as 
a  solicitor  and  courtesy  to  clients — 
large    and    small — endeared    him  to 


everybody.  His  interest  in  the  pharma- 
ceutical industry  led  him  to  take  an 
active  part  in  the  commercial  side  of 
the  many  companies  with  which  he  was 
associated,  both  as  legal  adviser  and 
director.  He  visited  factories  and 
made  himself  acquainted  in  all  matters 
there  from  the  laboratory  to  machinery 
and  packaging  so  that  he  was  well 
able  to  take  a  general  interest  in  the 
individual  problems  of  our  businesses 
when  sitting  at  a  directors'  table.  The 
great  work  that  Mr.  Gwatkin  has  done 
for  many  years  as  the  chairman  of  the 
Proprietary  Association  of  Great 
Britain  has  been  largely  responsible  for 
the  success  of  the  Association,  and  the 
respect  which  it  has  attained  today  in 
Government  and  Press  circles.  As 
chairman  of  its  advertising  committee 
he  has  been  a  guide,  counsellor  and 
friend  in  steering  the  industry  through 
the  many  advertising  restrictions  which 
manufacturers  have  had  to  face  in 
recent  years.  His  loss  will  be  mourned 
in  America  also  by  many  business  and 
personal  friends  in  large  undertakings 
who  trusted  their  legal  affairs  to  him. 
In  Government  circles  he  was  well 
known  and  respected  and  during  the 
war  years  he  undertook  much  work  of 
a  confidential  nature.  In  spite  of  his 
many  interests,  by  a  strict  economy  of 
time  he  made  it  possible  to  continue 
his  interest  in  literature  and  farming.) 
He  had  a  great  sense  of  humour  and) 
was  a  wonderful  host.  The  death  of! 
Mr.  Gwatkin  is  a  great  loss  to  all  who 
knew  him. 
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LEGAL  REPORTS 

Drug-register  Allegations. — At  Farn- 
ham  magistrates'  court  recently, 
George  Edward  Thomas,  M.P.S.,  21 
Downing  Street,  Farnham,  was  sum- 
moned tor  "  failing  to  keep  a  register 
and  enter  therein  particulars  with  re- 
spect to  a  quantity  of  a  drug  called 
amidone  contained  in  a  preparation 
known  as  Physeptone  supplied  by  him 
to  a  person  named  Burgess  on  the 
prescription  of  Dr.  B.  T.  Kieft  at 
Farnham  on  or  about  March  31."  The 
solicitor  appearing  for  Mr.  Thomas 
asked  for  the  hearing  of  the  charge 
and  for  thirty-eight  similar  charges  to 
be  adjourned  for  one  month;  the  appli- 
cation was  granted. 

Dangerous  Drugs  Without  Authority. 
—When  Ralph  Martin  Case,  South 
Kensington,  London,  was  hned  £50, 
with  the  alternative  of  three  months' 
imprisonment,  at  Grantham  magis- 
trates' court  on  October  20,  for  pro- 
curing Dangerous  Drugs  when  not 
authorised  or  licensed  to  do  so,  it  was 
stated  that  a  local  chemist,  Mr.  C. 
Chambers,  Watergate,  served  Case 
with  twelve  |-gr.  tablets  of  morphine 
sulphate  and  then  discovered  Case's 
name  on  a  list  of  medical  men  not  to 
be  supplied  with  Dangerous  Drugs.  He 
went  after  him  at  once  and  succeeded 
in  recovering  all  the  tablets.  Prosecut- 
ing solicitor  told  the  court  that  Case 
had  not  been  allowed  to  practise  as  a 
doctor  since  1947  but  Case  claimed 
that  he  had  been  restored  to  the  medi- 
cal list  in  November  1952.  Previous 
similar  convictions  were  mentioned. 

Uncustomed  Cameras.  —  When  he 
appeared  in  the  dock  at  Thames,  Lon- 
don, magistrates  Court  on  October  20, 
Harry  Woolf  Goldring,  manager  of  the 
City  Cash  Drug  Stores,  Ltd.,  61, 
Middlesex  Street,  E.l,  spoke  of  three 
foreign  callers  and  a  police  officer 
who  posed  as  a  customer.  He 
pleaded  not  guilty  to  knowingly,  and 
with  intent  to  defraud  Her  Majesty  of 
the  duty,  keeping  three  Paxina  cameras 
on  which  duty  had  not  been  paid.  A 
police  constable  said  that  on  October  5 
he  visited  the  shop  and  bought  a 
Paxina  camera  for  £10.  A  detective 
inspector  said  he  subsequently  saw 
Goldring  at  the  shop  and  produced  the 
camera  to  him.  Goldring,  when  asked 
where  he  had  obtained  it,  replied, 
"  from  a  foreign  visitor."  Producing 
another  similar  camera,  Goldring  said 
he  obtained  it  from  another  foreign 
visitor  and  added,  "  they  were  together 
in  Whitechapel  last  Sunday."  Witness 
found  a  third  camera  in  a  cupboard 
behind  the  counter.  The  cameras  were 
wrapped  in  transparent  plastic.  The 
third  camera  also  Goldring  said  he  had 
obtained  from  a  foreign  visitor  who 
called  at  his  shop.  Questioned  about 
Customs  duties,  Goldring  said,  "  I  paid 
a  good  price  but  I  didn't  think  about 
the  Customs  angle.  They  were 
secondhand."  Witness  replied  "  To 
suggest  they  are  secondhand  is  ridicu- 
lous." The  officer  pointed  out  that 
each  camera,  marked  "  Made  in  Ger- 
many," was  obviously  brand  new.  The 
value  of  the  cameras  was  said  to  be 
£14  14s.  each.  Finding  the  charge 
proved,  the  magistrate  imposed  a  fine 
of  £75,  with  £5  5s.  costs 


Alleged  Irritant  in  Anaesthetic. — In 

the  Queen's  Bench  Division,  London, 
on  October  21,  the  hearing  was  begun 
of  an  action  by  Messrs.  Cecil  Henry 
Roe,  Tibself,  and  Albert  Wooley, 
Chesterfield,  who  alleged  that  they  had 
become  partially  paralysed  for  life 
following  administration  of  spinal 
anaesthetics  at  the  Chesterfield  Royal 
Hospital  on  October  13,  1947.  The 
defendants  were  the  Ministry  of 
Health  (as  trustees  of  the  hospital); 
the  visiting  anaesthetist  (Dr.  James 
Malcolm  Graham);  and  the  manufac- 
turers of  the  anaesthetic  Nupercaine 
(Ciba  Laboratories,  Ltd.,  Horsham, 
Sussex).  For  the  plaintiffs,  it  was  re- 
presented that  they  were  in  hospital 
in  October  1947  for  relatively  minor 
operations.  On  the  day  after  the  opera- 
tions, each  developed  symptoms  which 
later  became  spastic  paraplegia.  As  a 
result,  both  were  permanently  para- 
lysed from  the  waist  downward.  The 
injuries  were  alleged  to  have  been 
caused  by  phenol  solution  in  which 
the  ampoules  containing  the  anaesthe- 
tic had  been  immersed  and  which  had 
been  introduced  into  the  spinal  canal 
at  the  time  of  the  injections.  The 
plaintiffs  had  been  obliged  to  add  the 
name  of  the  manufacturers  as  defend- 
ants, because  the  other  two  defendants 
were  blaming  the  anaesthetic,  but  they 
had  no  evidence  against  Messrs.  Ciba. 
Called  to  give  evidence  for  the  plain- 
tiffs, Professor  Ernest  Brodie  Cobbett 
Hughes  (department  of  neurosurgery, 
Queen  Elizabeth  Hospital,  Birming- 
ham) agreed  that  in  1947  it  had  been 
an  accepted  practice  in  Great  Britain 
to  store  ampoules  in  antiseptic  solu- 
tions for  longish  periods.  He  was  not 
defending  the  practice.  It  was  wide- 
spread, though  not  accepted  at  his 
hospital.  The  hearing  of  the  case  was 
adjourned. 

Doctor  Ordered  to  Pay  for  Supplies. 

— At  West  Bromwich  county  court  on 
October  21,  a  claim  by  Mr  A.  M. 
Carr,  M.P.S.,  142  Oldbury  Road,  West 
Smethwick,  for  £69  0s.  lOd.  for  medical 
goods  supplied  between  July  1949  and 
December  1952  to  Dr.  E.  W.  Collis,  a 
Polish  subject  practising  at  Ghur.ch 
Square,  Oldbury,  was  upheld  with 
costs.  The  judge  also  discussed, 
making  no  order  as  to  costs,  a  counter 
claim  for  £1,000  by  the  doctor,  who 
alleged  "  false  pretences  and  defama- 
tion of  character "  against  the 
chemist.  Mr.  Carr  said  that  Dr. 
Collis  started  in  practice  in  Oldbury  in 
May  1949.  He  (Mr.  Carr),  was  an 
executor  of  the  estate  from  which  Dr. 
Collis  bought  the  premises  and  he 
agreed,  because  the  doctor  had  no 
capital,  to  supply  him  with  medical 
goods  on  an  extended  credit  basis. 
When  nothing  was  paid,  however,  he 
rendered  an  account  in  December 
1952.  Mr.  Carr  told  the  judge  that 
nothing  was  said  about  dispensing  pre- 
scriptions for  panel  patients,  and  he  did 
not  receive  a  prescription  in  respect  of 
any  of  the  180  items  on  the  account. 
All  the  goods  were  to  be  charged  to  the 
doctor's  private  account,  and  he  collec- 
ted most  of  the  goods  personally.  It 
was  contended  that  the  doctor  had 
been  under  a  complete  misapprehen- 
sion when  he  suggested  that  the 
National  Health  Insurance  authority 
was  responsible  for  part  of  the  money 


claimed  by  plaintiff.  Dr.  Collis,  who 
conducted  his  own  defence,  disputed 
his  liability  for  items  totalling  £47  15s., 
in  the  account,  alleging  that  exorbi- 
tant prices  had  been  charged  for 
streptomycin  and  other  goods  and  that 
his  account  also  included  items  he  had 
never  received.  He  said  that  prescrip- 
tions could  still  be  issued  to  entitle  the 
chemist  to  claim  from  the  National 
Health  Insurance  funds  for  some  of 
the  goods  supplied.  The  judge  said 
he  was  satisfied  all  the  goods  had  been 
supplied  by  Mr.  Carr  and  that  the 
prices  were  correct.  He  had  earlier 
explained  that  he  "  could  not  try  cases 
of  defamation  of  character." 

THE  WEEK  IN 
PARLIAMENT 

By  a  Member  of  the  Press 
Gallery,  House  of  Commons 

When  the  House  reassembled  on 
October  20  Mr.  N.  N.  Dodds  and 
Lieutenant-Colonel  Lipton  asked  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  what  he  proposed  to  do 
to  combat  fogs  similar  to  that  ex- 
perienced in  December  1952  when 
many  people  had  died  as  the  result  of 
pollution  of  the  air. 

Mr.  H.  MacMillan  replied  that  the 
problem  was  not  one  for  which  it  was 
easy  to  devise  emergency  plans.  He 
was  awaiting  the  report  of  the  Beaver 
Committee.  Meanwhile  a  special  effort 
was  needed  by  all  those  who  burn 
coal  to  use  it  efficiently,  and  as  spar- 
ingly as  possible  during  fogs.  The 
Beaver  Committee  intended  to  present 
an  interim  report  shortly. 

Purchase  Tax 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
was  asked  by  Mr.  Douglas  Jay  on 
October  22  whether  he  had  reached 
a  decision  on  the  proposals  made  by 
the  Grant  Committee  on  Valuation 
for  Purchase  Tax. 

Restrictive  Practices  Bill 

The  Financial  Secretary  to  the 
Treasury:  No— the  matter  is  still 
under  consideration. 

In  the  House  of  Lords  the  Mono- 
polies and  Restrictive  Practices  Com- 
mission Bill  was  considered  in  com- 
mittee on  October  20  and  in  the  report 
stage  on  the  following  day.

MR.  A.  E.  HOBBS,  Ph.C,  who 
recently  celebrated  his  diamond  wed- 
ding (see  p. 
438),  started  his 
apprentice  ship 
with  the  late 
Mr.  G.  E.  But- 
ler, in  Tun- 
bridge  Wells, 
Kent,  at  the 
age  of  fourteen.

He 
entered  phar- 
macy in  1918 
but  joined  the 
Irish  National 
Army  in  1921 
and  served  with 
the  rank  of 
captain.  Dur- 
ing his  period 
of  Army  ser- 
vice he  qualified 
as  a  Licentiate 
of  the  Society  in  1925.  After  leaving 
the  Army  in  1929  Mr.  McGrath 
opened  his  own  business  at  Oxmanton 
Road,  Dublin,  and  in  1936  opened  his 
second  pharmacy  in  Upper  O'Connell 
Street.  Mr.  McGrath  is  a  keen  mem- 
ber and  a  past-president  of  the  Irish 
Drug  Association  committee  on  which 
he  has  served  for  many  years.  He  is 
also  a  member  of  the  Photographic 
Dealers'  Association  committee  and 
carries  on  a  considerable  photographic 
business  in  O'Connell  Street.  His  phar- 
maceutical industrial  interests  include 
the  chairmanship  of  Irish  Pharmaceu- 
ticals, Ltd.,  and  of  Christopher  O'Con- 
nor &  Co.,  Leixlip.  It  is  almost  cer- 
tain that  as  the  ofRcerships  of  the  So- 
ciety are  rotated  Mr.  McGrath  will  be 
president  when  the  British  Pharmaceu- 
tical Conference  meets  in  Dub'in  in 
1956,  and  for  that  reason  his  election 
as  vice-president  has  a  special  import- 
ance. Like  the  president,  Mr.  Mc- 
Grath is  a  keen  golfer  and  a  member 
of  the  Chemists'  Golfing  Society. 

MR.  EDWARD  TRANMER.

1920. 
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SCOTTISH  DEPARTMENT  EXECUTIVE 

Co-options  agreed  at  October  meeting 


A  meeting  of  the  Executive  of  the 
Scottish  Department  was  held  in 
Edinburgh  on  October  21,  Mr.  S. 
Hughan  in  the  chair. 

It  was  with  regret  that  the  Executive 
learned  of  the  resignation  of  Mr.  R.  S. 
Whitelaw  who  had  been  a  most  useful 
member  of  the  Executive.  It  was  agreed 
to  send  a  letter  of  thanks  to  him  for 
his  past  services.  Mr.  G.  A.  Jervie, 
Arbroath,  was  co-opted  to  fill  the 
vacancy  (until  1956)  caused  by  the  co- 
option  of  Mr.  H.  T.  Thomas  to 
the  Society's  Council,  and  Mr. 
J.  C.  Lamb,  Linlithgow,  was  co-opted 
to  fill  the  vacancy  (until  1954)  caused 
by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Whitelaw. 

It  was  intimated  that  Messrs.  J.  B. 
Coupar  and  F.  S.  Munro  had  been 
appointed  invigilator  and  deputy  invigi- 
lator respectively,  of  written  examina- 
tions at  the  Dundee  centre  for  1954. 

Post-graduate  Training 

The  Resident  Secretary  (Dr.  David 
McCall)  said  that  in  October  1951,  the 
Execuuve  had  forwarded  a  resolution 
on  practical  training  of  post-gradu- 
ate students  to  the  Society's  Coun- 
cil. The  conditions  for  such 
practical  training  had  now  to  be 
approved  by  the  Council.  Mr.  C.  G. 
Drummond  thought  that  the  require- 
ment of  two  years'  practical  training 
before  entering  for  the  final  examina- 
tion, or  one  year's  training  after  enter- 
ing, was  wrong.  There  was  no  justifi- 
cation for  discrimination;  the  period 
should  be  definitely  stated  either  as  two 
years  or  one  year.  The  Resident 
Secretary  said  that  degree  examina- 
tions were  involved  in  that  question 
and  that  consideration  of  the  position 
as  it  affected  graduates  in  pharmacy 
had  influenced  the  Council  in  reducing 
the  period  of  practical  training  when 
taken  at  the  later  stage.  Mr.  J.  B. 
Grosset  drew  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  Council's  and  other  competi- 
tive prizes  were  sometimes  not  awarded 
because  no  candidate  reached  a 
sufficiently  high  level.  He  wondered 
if  that  low  standard  could  not  be 
linked  with  the  inadequacy  of  the  post- 
graduate apprenticeship.  The  Resident 
Secretary  said  he  did  not  think  there 
was  a  close  connection  between  the 
number  of  failures  in  pharmaceutics 
and  the  post-graduate  apprenticeship. 
In  any  case,  the  examination  in  phar- 
maceutics consisted  of  two  written  and 
two  practical  papers  and  it  was  to 
only  one  of  the  practical  papers  that 
Mr.  Grosset's  criticism  could  refer.  It 
was  agreed  that  the  subject  of  post- 
graduate practical  training  should  be 
remitted  to  a  meeting  of  the  Education 
Committee,  which  would  report  to  the 
Executive.  Later  on,  heads  of  schools 
might  be  asked  for  their  views  on  the 
subject  should  that  be  considered 
advisable. 

Replies  received  from  heads  of 
schools  of  pharmacy  sho.wed  that  while 
one  or  two  applications  for  enrolment 
for  the  present  session  had  been  re- 
fused owing  to  lack  of  accommodation, 
several  had  been  rejected  for  lack  of 
the  necessary  educational  requirements.

Mr.  Drummond  reported  on  the 
visit  which  he  and  the  resident  secre- 
tary had  paid  on  July  13  to  Morrison's 
Academy,  Crieff,  Perthshire,  and  to 
St.  Margaret's  School,  Auchterarder, 
Perthshire,  when  they  had  spoken  on 
the  subject  of  "  Pharmacy  as  a 
Career."  The  chief  value  6f  those 
visits  was  to  keep  the  careers  masters 
informed  of  what  pharmacy  had  to 
offer  to  young  people. 

Mr.  Andrew  Officer  criticised  the 
fact  that  the  addresses  given  by  many 
members  of  the  Society's  Council  to 
branches  dealt  with  the  same  subject — 
current  affairs  in  pharmacy  —  under 
slightly  varying  titles.  Mr.  W.  T. 
Elder  suggested  that  it  was  essential 
for  the  practising  pharmacist  to  be 
familiar  with  current  affairs,  and  pro- 
vided that  the  speaker  discussed 
specific  points  and  the  latest  develop- 
ments, that  practice  could  be  defended. 

The  Resident  Secretary  reported 
that  a  letter  had  been  received  from 
Mr.  J.  L.  Wilson,  Falkirk,  asking 
whether  it  would  be  possible  to  offer 
a  refresher  course  at  36  York  Place, 
Edinburgh,  for  pharmacists.  Mr. 
Drummond  said  that  little  interest  had 
been  shown  in  the  provision  of  a  re- 
fresher course  some  years  ago.  It  was, 
however,  agreed  that  that  matter 
should  be  submited  to  the  Education 
Committee  for  consideration. 

It  was  reported  that,  since  the  previ- 
ous meeting,  thirty-five  apprentices  or 
students  had  been  registered  in  Scot- 
land, making  a  total  for  the  year  to 
date  of  fifty-eight. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the 
Department  of  Health,  intimating  that 
the  Secretary  of  State  invited  nomina- 
tions for  membership  of  the  Standing 
Pharmaceutical  Advisory  Committee. 
It  was  agreed  to  submit  for  considera- 
tion of  the  Secretary  of  State  the  names 
of  Messrs.  John  Anderson.  Dundee, 
and  J.  D.  Mair,  Glasgow. 

The  Resident  Secretary  gave  a 
brief  report  on  doctor-pharmacist  re- 
lationships in  Scotland.  Four  cases  had 
recently  been  dealt  with  in  addition  to 
a  rather  serious  case  in  connection  with 
a  drug  store. 

Sighthill  Health  Centre 

Mr.  Grosset  drew  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  pharmacist  at  the  Sight- 
hill,  Edinburgh,  Health  Centre  was  not 
a  member  of  the  management  commit- 
tee, although  the  membership  of  that 
committee  included  the  medical  and 
dental  practitioners  practising,  as 
principals,  at  the  centre.  Mr.  Drum- 
mond said  he  thought  that  representa- 
tions should  be  made  to  have  a 
pharmacist  included  in  the  membership 
of  the  committee.  Mr.  Grosset  said 
that  the  Secretary  of  State  had  re- 
quested the  Edinburgh  Executive 
Council  to  make  arrangements  for  the 
opening  of  the  pharmacy  at  the  health 
centre  from  6-9  p.m.  for  an  experimen- 
tal period.  The  Edinburgh  Local 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  was  re- 
sisting that  arrangement  as  strongly  as 
possible.  The  Resident  Secretary 
said  it  was,  of  course,  natural  that  the 


pharmacist's  hours  of  duty  should  be 
regulated  by  the  hours  during  which 
the  medical  practitioners  were  on  duty. 
Mr.  Drummond  suggested  that  it 
would  be  worth  while  to  explore  the 
possibility  of  having  a  rota  service  of 
pharmacists  in  the  area  to  provide  an 
evening  service. 

Methylated  Spirit  Declaration 

It  was  reported  that,  on  September 
23,  1,788  methylated  spirit  forms  were 
issued  to  chemists  in  business  in  Scot- 
land. Mr.  W.  C.  D.  Bain  referred  to 
the  inconvenience  to  chemists  having 
each  year  to  make  a  statutoiy  declaia- 
tion  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  in 
order  to  obtain  a  methylated  spirits 
licence.  He  was  assured  that  that 
question  had  been  considered  on  pre- 
vious occasions  but  that  any  alteration 
in  the  position  would  involve  a  change 
in  the  regulations  which  it  would  be 
difficult  to  achieve. 

It  was  agreed  to  replace  the  ribbon 
on  the  badge  of  office  of  the  chairman 
of  the  Executive  by  links.  The  name 
of  each  chairman  of  Executive,  to- 
gether with  the  date  of  his  chairman- 
ship, would  appear  on  a  link.  It  was 
agreed  that  the  first  link  should  bear 
the  name  of  Mr.  C.  G.  Drummond, 
who  was  chairman  of  Executive  at  the 
time  when  the  name  of  the  North 
British  Branch  was  changed  to  "The 
Scottish  Department." 

The  Resident  Secretary  reported 
that  Mr.  James  Jack  had  presented  the 
Scottish  Department  with  an  alcohol- 
meter.  A  letter  of  thanks  had  been 
sent  to  Mr.  Jack. 

The  Chairman  reported  that,  in  his 
capacity  as  chairman  of  Executive,  he 
had  attended  the  jubilee  dinner  of' the 
Scottish  Department  of  the  British 
Medical  Association.  That  would  seem 
to  indicate  that  pharmacy  was  now 
being  acclaimed  a  co-partner  by  the 
medical  profession. 

Mr.  Grosset  said  that  the  Accident 
Prevention  Council  of  Edinburgh 
would  like  to  explore  the  possibility  of 
reducing  or  preventing  fatalities  to 
children  from  taking  attractively  col- 
oured tablets,  capsules,  etc.  Various 
suggestions  had  been  put  forward  and 
the  one  which  most  appealed  to  the 
Accident  Prevention  Council  was  the 
suggestion  that  bottles  containing  such 
drugs  should  be  sealed  with  an  adhe- 
sive tape  bearing  the  word^  "  dangerous 
to  children,"  or  marked  in  such  a  way 
as  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  contents  were  dangerous  to 
children.  The  Local  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  was  taking  part  in  discus- 
sions on  that  subject  with  the  Accident 
Prevention  Council.

PROPRIETARY  ARTICLES  TRADE  ASSOCIATION 


Quarterly  Meeting  of  Council 


THE  council  of  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association  held  its 
quarterly  meeting  on  October  8,  the 
president  (Mr.  R.  G.  Dyas)  in  the 
chair. 

The  council  received  with  regret  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  S.  W.  Hague  (a 
past-president,  and  a  member  of  the 
retail  section  of  council  since  1937).  In 
appreciation  of  his  valuable  services  it 
was  decided  unanimously  that  he 
should  be  elected  an  honorary  member 
of  council.  The  resignation  of  Mr.  J. 
de  Carle  Smith,  M.B.E.,  who  for  many 
years  had  represented  Smith  &  Sons 
(Norwich),  Ltd.,  on  the  wholesale  sec- 
tion of  the  council,  was  also  accepted 
with  regret,  and  he  too  was  thanked 
for  his  services.  The  President  wel- 
comed Mr.  S.  A.  Jones  as  his  succes- 
sor and  Messrs.  B.  C.  Lewis  (Ayrton 
Saunders  &  Co.,  Ltd.)  in  the  place  of 
Mr.  A.  Chapman  who  had  retired,  and 
A.  E.  V.  Houchen  (County  Perfumery 
Company,  Ltd.),  recently  co-opted. 

The  council  discussed  representa- 
tions regarding  the  existing  rate  of 
wholesale  discount  made  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  wholesale  section.  A 
letter  sent  by  the  Association,  with  the 
council's  approval,  to  members  of  the 
manufacturers'  section  had  stated  that 
there  had  been  recently  serious  discus- 
sions within  the  association  of  repre- 
sentations made  on  behalf  of  those 
wholesalers  whose  main  business  lay  in 
supplying  proprietaries  and  other 
chemists'  requirements.  The  representa- 
tions are  that  the  existing  general  rate 
of  wholesale  discount  (12|  per  cent.)  is 
inadequate,  in  view  of  the  increasing 
costs  of  wholesale  distribution,  and  that 
the  increased  costs  have  affected  the 


ability  of  the  wholesaler  to  conduct  his 
business  at  a  profit  on  the  existing 
basis.  The  letter  suggested  that  manu- 
facturers should  bear  in  mind  that 
wholesalers  constituted  a  link  between 
manufacturer  members  and  retail 
chemists  and  that  it  was  of  the  utmost 
importance  that  they  should  maintain 
their  function  as  service  wholesalers  to 
the  pharmaceutical  trade.  A  summary 
of  the  data  regarding  increased  distri- 
buting costs,  as  submitted  by  the  whole- 
salers, was  attached  to  the  letter,  which 
asked  individual  members  of  the  manu- 
facturers' section  to  devote  careful 
attention  to  it. 

More  recently,  wholesalers  had 
announced  that,  owing  to  an  additional 
wages  award,  they  regarded  their 
position  as  more  urgent  and  acute,  and 
that  they  had  been  compelled  to  adopt 
a  determined  line  of  policy  regarding 
new  proprietary  articles.  While 
appreciating  the  implications  of  the 
position,  the  council  did  not  reach  any 
conclusions  affecting  the  Association's 
policy  which  they  left  open  for  further 
consideration. 

The  Secretary  reported  that,  from 
information  received,  it  seemed  un- 
likely that  any  organisation  which  had 
submitted  a  statement  or  memorandum 
to  the  Monopolies  Commission  in  con- 
nection with  the  inquiry  now  proceed- 
ing under  Section  15  of  the  Act,  would 
be  invited  to  give  oral  evidence  before 
next  year. 

The  council  approved  arrangements 
to  be  made  in  connection  with  the 
elections  to  fill  the  seats  on  the 
council  which  would  be  vacant  at  the 
end  of  the  year  and  considered  various 
proposals  regarding  representations  to 


be  made  to  the  authorities  on  such 
purchase  tax  questions  as  rebate  on 
stocks;  "  sale  or  return  "  arrangements, 
etc.  It  was  decided  that  the  P.A.T.A. 
should  continue  to  support  the  policy, 
advocated  by  the  National  Chamber  of 
Trade  and  affiliated  organisations,  of 
pressing  for  a  fair  rebate  scheme  on 
stocks  held  when  the  purchase  tax 
changes  come  into  force.  The  council 
also  noted  that  the  Commissioners  of 
Customs  and  Excise  had  made  a  con- 
cession (for  which  the  Association  had 
pressed  on  various  occasions)  providing 
for  non-payment  of  tax  on  delivery 
charges. 

Mr.  H.  E.  Chapman,  as  trustee  repre- 
senting the  Association,  reported  on  the 
work  of  the  Glyn-Jones  Memorial 
Fund  during  the  past  few  years.  He 
paid  tribute  to  the  services  rendered 
by  the  late  chairman  of  trustees  (Mr. 
E.  A.  Umney).  The  President 
expressed  the  council's  appreciation  of 
the  way  the  Fund  was  administered 
and  their  pleasure  that  Mr.  Chapman 
had  been  appointed  chairman  of 
trustees. 

Presenting  the  quarterly  report  on 
price  maintenance  the  Secretary 
stated  that  although  the  period  had  not 
been  marked  by  any  general  increase 
in  price-cutting,  the  Association's  staff 
had  been  dealing  with  certain  trouble- 
some cases  mainly  in  the  London  area. 
Coding  now  being  operated  by  some 
manufacturers  had  revealed  a  number 
of  sources  of  supply  and  was  likely  to 
result  in  increasing  difficulties  for  price 
cutters  in  replenishing  their  stocks. 
Since  the  previous  meeting  274  calls 
and  400  test  purchases  had  been  made. 
The  report  was  approved.

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PROFESSOR  COHEN  SPEAKS  TO  STUDENTS 

112th  Session  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  London  University 


THE  formal  opening  of  the  112th  ses- 
sion of  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  Uni- 
versity of  London,  took  place  on  Octo- 
ber 14,  Sir  Harry  Jephcott  (chairman 
of  the  School's  council)  presiding.  Giv- 
ing his  report  on  the  111th  session,  the 
dean  (Professor  H.  Berry)  said  that 
during  the  session  the  School  had  cele- 
brated its  Royal  Charter  of  Incorpora- 
tion. The  School  was  grateful  to  Birk- 
beck  College  and  to  the  Royal  Veteri- 
nary College  which  had  provided  extra 
accommodation.  With  relief  they  had 
learned  from  the  University  that  at 
last  it  was  possible  to  make  a  start 
on  the  completion  of  a  new  building 
in  Brunswick  Square.  The  provision 
whereby  honours  degree  students 
could  specialise  in  two  subjects  in  the 
final  year  was  working  out  well. 

The  annual  undergraduate  intake 
was  still  only  thirty-two,  and  selection, 
as  in  previous  years,  had  to  be  made 
from  some  200  applicants.  It  might  be 
that  that  restrictive  selection  was  the 
cause  of  the  success  in  the  1953  final 
examinations,  when  all  records  had 
been  broken  and  a  100  per  cent,  pass 
list  achieved.  During  the  session  eleven 
full-time  postgraduate  research  workers 
for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philo- 
sophy had  been  registered  and  twenty- 
four  research  papers  published. 

Successes  of  "  Rather  Older  "  Students 

Professor  Berry  paid  tributes  to 
two  "  rather  older  students "  of  the 
School.  He  congratulated  Sir  Hugh 
Linstead  on  receiving  his  knighthood 
and  Sir  Hildreth  Glyn-Jones  on  being 
elevated  to  the  High  Court  Bench. 

The  speaker  reported  that  he  and 
Professor  W.  H.  Linnell  had  been 
appointed  to  the  new  British  Pharma- 
copoeia Commission,  thus  continuing 
an  unbroken  line  of  service  to  all  the 
British  Pharmacorceias  by  members  of 
the  academic  staff  of  the  School. 

The  Chairman  called  upon  Sir 
Henry  Cohen  (Professor  of  Medicine, 
University  of  Liverpool)  to  deliver  the 
inaugural  address. 

Sir  Henry  said  that  at  one  time  it  had 
been  possible  for  one  individual  to  be 
in  possession  of  all  current  knowledge. 
Today  that  was  impossible,  and  the  re- 
sult was  specialisation.  His  profession 
and  that  of  pharmacy  were  interdepen- 
dent and  originally  one.  Their  origin 
stemmed  from  the  desire  to  diminish 
human  suffering.  Sir  Henry  referred  to 
some  early  ideas,  or  superstitions,  re- 
garding medicine:  the  law  of  similars, 
namely  that  diseases  could  be  caused 
by  an  agency  having  some  factor  in 
common  with  the  disease  (that  formed 
the  principle  of  a  concept  of  therapeu- 
tics held  today);  the  doctrine  of  signa- 
tures— an  example  of  which  was  the 
use  of  yellow  flowers  against  jaundice; 
and  analogy — the  principle  of  attempt- 
ing to  discover  what  plants  animals 
ate  when  they  were  ill. 

The  first  explanation  of  disease  put 
forward  was  that  of  possession  by  evil 
spirits.  The  B  sign  with  which  a  pres- 
cription begins  was  regarded  by  some  as 
representing  an  invocation  to  Jupiter 


(which  the  sign  symbolises)  to  make 
the  drugs  more  potent  or  to  remove 
from  them  harmful  constituents.  The 
Hippocratic  school  had  a  more  rational 
approach.  Hippocrates'  writings  re- 
ferred to  two  honey  preparations, 
hydromel  and  oxymel,  as  having  expec- 
torant and  other  properties  which  were 
described  on  a  physical  basis. 

Polypharmacy 

Until  125  years  ago  therapeutic 
practice  involved  the  use  of  large 
numbers  of  drugs  for  one  patient  (in 
some  measure  that  still  applied  today). 
For  example,  in  Sydenham's  prescrip- 
tion for  chorea  several  and  various 
drugs  were  administered  in  the  inter- 
vals between  frequent  and  alternate 
purgings  and  bleedings.  In  1828  the 
foundation  of  modern  organic  chemis- 
try had  been  laid  with  the  synthesis 
of  urea  by  Wohler.  Since  that  date 
many  natural  products  had  been  identi- 
fied, purified  and  their  structure  eluci- 
dated. New  compounds  of  therapeutic 
value  had  been  discovered.  Thus  the 
understanding  of  living  processes  had 
been  placed  on  a  basis  of  physics  and 
chemistry.  He  did  not  wish  to  attempt 
to  define  in  detail  the  factors  causing 
disease,  but  it  was  known  that  with- 
out specific  agencies  (e.g.,  bacteria) 
certain  diseases  could  not  arise.  Con- 
sequently drugs  that  attacked  bacteria 
(sulphonamides,  antibiotics)  had  been 
developed.  Another  class  of  drugs  was 
function-modifying  (e.g.,  hormones  and 
vitamins).  A  third  class  relieved  symp- 
toms (analgesics,  narcotics,  anticonvul- 
sants). In  all  these  advances  in  know- 
ledge it  was  important  to  recognise  that 
the  contribution  of  the  pharmacist  had 
been  a  major  one.  He  had  to  prepare 


active  drugs  ready  for  administratiorj 
and  stabilised  so  as  to  be  used  in  ali 
climates. 

It  was  necessary  that  doctors  should 
know  more  about  pharmaceutical  re- 
search and  the  opportunities  for  it.  Re- 
ferring to  the  problem  of  the  justifi- 
cation for  the  method  of  testing  new 
drugs  by  clinical  trials  (i.e.,  experi- 
ments on  humans)  the  speaker  pointed 
out  that  the  withholding  of  a  new  and 
promising  drug  from  a  patient  was  it- 
self an  experiment,  and  that  each  time 
a  doctor  administered  even  an  estab- 
lished drug  that  was  an  experiment, 
since  careful  observation  of  the  effect 
was  needed.  The  guiding  principles  ol 
clinical  trials  were  that  the  results  must 
not  be  procurable  by  other  means;  thai 
an  endeavour  must  be  made  to  obtain 
the  patient's  consent,  and  that  the  con- 
siderations of  science  or  of  society  musl 
never  take  precedence  over  those  of 
the  individual.  Another  problem  was 
to  decide  the  time  to  release  for  use  a 
drug  undergoing  trial.  Some  patients 
could  suffer  if  a  drug  were  released 
either  too  soon  or  too  late.  He  hoped 
that  pharmaceutical  manufacturers 
would  apply  themselves  to  that  problem 

In  the  Category  of  Professions 

Sir  Henry  mentioned  the  often- 
asked  question :  Is  pharmacy  justifiably 
regarded  as  a  profession?  Some  had 
denied  that  pharmacy  should  be  inclu- 
ded in  the  category  of  professions.  He 
gave  reasons  for  h;s  belief  that  thai 
inclusion  was  justified. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  Sir  Henry  was 
proposed  by  Professor  W.  H.  Linnell, 
seconded  by  Mr.  K.  H.  Sindell  (pre- 
sident of  the  students'  union),  and 
passed  with  acclamation.

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REGISTERED  PHARMACISTS'  UNION 


AT  the  October  meeting  of  the  coun- 
cil of  the  Registered  Pharmacists' 
Union  the  secretary  (Mr.  G.  H.  Armi- 
tage)  reported  that  at  a  recent  meeting 
of  delegates  of  professional  and  indus- 
trial trade  unions  which  he  had  been 
unable  to  attend,  a  district  organiser 
of  another  trade  union  had  objected 
to  R.P.U.  representation.  His  grounds 
were  that  the  latter  was  not  a  bona- 
fide  trade  union,  but  a  break-away 
union.  The  secretary  of  the  delegates 
had  written  to  the  R.P.U.  secretary, 
on  the  instructions  of  the  meeting,  ask- 
ing for  details  of  the  R.P.U. 's  prestige, 
the  relationship  with  the  Trades  Union 
Congress  and  the  accusation  of  "  break- 
away." He  had  replied  by  letter  prov- 
ing the  bona-fides  of  the  R.P.U.  and 
pointing  out  that,  as  yet,  affiliation  to 
the  T.U.C.  had  not  been  applied  for, 


nor  had  the  T.U.C.  ever  proscribed  the 
R.P.U.  The  other  union  had  attempted, 
however,  to  have  the  R.P.U.  proscribed. 
The  accusation  "  break-away  "  could 
more  suitably  be  applied  he  had  said 
to  the  other  union,  for  there  operated 
in  the  1914-18  period,  and  still  did,  the 
Chemical  Workers'  Union,  which  had 
catered  for  the  mixed  class  in  phar- 
macy. A  suggestion  made  by  Mr.  Armi- 
tage  that  his  letter  should  be  debated 
at  the  next  delegate  meeting  was  not 
agreed  to.  Mr.  Armitage  had  agreed, 
however,  to  meet  the  national  orga- 
niser of  the  other  trade  union  on 
neutral  ground,  or  to  debate  with  him 
"  The  Rights  of  Free  Association  ver- 
sus the  Closed  Shop  "  at  a  meeting  of 
pharmacists  in  London.  It  appeared, 
Mr.  Armitage  reported,  that  the  other 
union  was  now  invoking  the  aid  of  the 


T.U.C.  The  attack  on  the  R.P.U.  had 
been  provoked  as  a  result  of  pharma- 
cists employed  in  the  co-operative 
movement  wishing  to  contract  out  to 
the  R.P.U.  The  R.P.U.  council  decided 
that  any  imposition  of  terms  that  had 
the  effect  of  destroying  the  relationship 
between  master  and  servant  should  be 
resisted,  for  if  successful  it  would  mean 
the  debarring  of  certain  employee 
pharmacists  from  practising  in  existing 
locations  by  a  body  which  has  no  man- 
date to  do  so.  Furthermore,  the 
R.P.U.  council  decided  to  set  up  a 
committee  on  the  matter  to  report  back 
to  the  general  committee.  In  a  report 
to  the  council  on  the  investigations  of 
the  Guillebaud  committee,  the  secre- 
tary stated  that  there  was  room  in  some 
respects  for  increased  remuneration  of 
chemist  contractors.

\HE  PHARMACY  OF  MR.  R.  ST.  C.  GEDDES,  HAMPSTEAD,  LONDON,  N.W.3. 

The  front  and  fittings  of  this  pharmacy  have  not  been  altered  since  the  shop  was  established  in  Hampstead  (a 
London  suburb  but  formerly  a  spa)  towards  the  end  of  the  19th  century  by  the  late  Mr.  R.  Humphreys.  Ph.C. 
Newspapers  dated  1873  were  found  beneath  floor  boards  during  recent  restorations,  and  it  is  known  that  the 
founder  qualified  in  1868.  Miss  E.  Hooper,  Ph.C,  B.Sc,  F.R.l.C.  (a  principal  of  the  former  Gordon  Hall  School 
for  Women  Pharmacists,  London),  took  over  from  Mr.  Humphreys  in  1924,  and  during  her  ownership  trained 
many  women  apprentices  there.    Since  1946  the  business  has  been  conducted  by  Mr.  R.  St.  C.  Geddes,  M.P.S.

The  time  appears  opportune  to  consider  the  question 
of  rota  arrangements  for  the  provision  of  medicaments 
after  normal  closing  hours.  In  doing  this  it  is  obvious 
that  there  are  two  points  of  view:  the  patient's  and 
the  pharmacist's.  On  the  present  occasion  we  are  discus- 
sing chemists'  hours  from  the  patient's  point  of  view 
and  arriving  at  conclusions  that  may  not  be  altogether 
palatable.  Later  we  shall  show  that  inadequate  rota 
fees  are  in  part  responsible  for  the  present  unsatisfac- 
tory position. 

In  most  areas  the  arrangements  made  have  worked 
satisfactorily  and  no  serious  complaint  has  arisen.  If 
the  position  is  reviewed  dispassionately,  however,  it  is 
doubtful  whether  it  is  so  completely  satisfactory,  both 
to  patient  and  pharmacist,  as  it  appears.  Lack  of  com- 
plaint is  not  necessarily  a  good  reason  to  refrain  from 
reconsideration  and  rearrangement.  Winter  is  approach- 
ing. Illness  will  increase,  pressure  on  pharmacists  will 
be  intensified,  and  with  possible  risk  of  epidemics  an 
overhaul  of  the  situation  now  may  prevent  serious  over- 
work or  even  breakdown  later. 

Speaking  generally,  it  may  be  said  that  the  pharma- 
ceutical service  is  designed  for  the  benefit  of  the 
patient,  but  the  question  has  to  be  asked  whether  ade- 
quate facilities  are  now  available  for  the  patient  to 
obtain  all  necessary  medicines?  One  hour  of  extra  ser- 
vice is  given  each  night  by  about  one  chemist  in  six  or 
even  ten  according  to  local  requirements.  Yet  doctors' 
surgeries  do  not  close  at  7  p.m.,  and  all  prescriptions 
issued  after  that  hour  (or  shortly  before  it  to  allow 
patients  to  reach  the  chemist's  shop  before  7)  are  prob- 
ably not  dispensed  the  same  evening.  Is  that  quite 
satisfactory?  Surely,  in  the  interest  of  the  patient,  one 
might  take  a  rather  more  generous  view  and,  while  we 
know  that  few  medicines  are  really  urgent,  we  might 
accept  many  more  the  same  evening  with  advantage, 
if  only  to  allay  the  patient's  apprehensions. 

Is  7  o'clock  late  enough?  There  are,  of  course, 
arrangements  whereby  the  doctor  may  supply  neces- 
saries, but  are  chemists  content  with  that  provision? 
Does  their  proper  pride  suggest  no  improvement  on  a 
situation  which  leaves  all  patients  after  the  early  hour 
of  7  p.m.  without  regular  means  of  having  a  prescrip- 
tion dispensed?  In  many  large  centres  there  are  all- 
night  pharmacies  and  many  individual  chemists  still 
live  over  their  shops  and  will  dispense  if  at  home.  But 
should  not  official  arrangements  make  regular  provi- 
sion for  meeting  all  requirements  and  give  the  patient 


a  fair  opportunity  to  please  himself  about  getting  his 
prescription  prepared  as  soon  as  possible  after  it  has 
been  issued  to  him?  The  prescription  is  not  an  end  in 
itself.  If  medicine  is  necessary  at  all,  why  should  there 
be  any  avoidable  delay  in  its  administration? 

In  many  towns,  public  libraries  and  central  post 
offices  are  kept  open  until  7  and  8  p.m.  for  ordinary 
business.  If  those  services  are  considered  necessary  for 
the  convenience  of  the  public,  surely  the  pharmaceuti- 
cal service  should  be  made  equally  available.  There  are 
chemists  who  realise  this.  We  attribute  the  best  motives 
when  we  say  that  some  chemists  keep  open  later  than 
their  colleagues  to  give  to  their  customers  the  service 
they  consider  they  deserve.  They  do  this  at  the  risk  of 
dislocating  the  rota  arrangements  made  for  the  neigh- 
bourhood, and  a  decision  by  the  Northern  Ireland  Sta- 
tutory Committee  with  a  sharp  bearing  on  this  matter 
will  not  have  passed  unnoticed  amongst  contractors  on 
this  side  of  the  North  Channel.  Does  not  their  opinion 
merit  more  than  the  scant  consideration  generally  given 
to  it? 

We  do  not  wish  to  see  any  further  encroachment  on 
the  chemist's  leisure.  We  would  jealously  seek  to  pre- 
serve the  chemist's  interest  in  this  matter.  The  argu- 
ment has  been  put  forward  that  he  should  be  able  to 
end  his  day's  business  at  the  same  time  as  other  traders, 
but  should  he?  Surely  illness,  possible  or  actual,  and  its 
requirements  cannot  be  considered  at  the  same  level  as 
such  domestic  needs  as  a  shovel  or  a  bottle  of  sauce. 
If  the  pharmacist,  as  is  now  so  consistently  contended 
from  Bloomsbury  Square,  ought  to  be  accepted  as  the 
professional  practitioner  he  has  for  so  long  striven  to 
be,  he  cannot  compress  his  activities  within  the  limits 
adopted  for  ordinary  trading.  He  must  be  willing  to 
suffer  the  disadvantages  as  well  as  to  enjoy  the  advan- 
tages that  professional  status  bring. 

If  a  more  generous  acceptance  of  the  position  were 
forthcoming  from  pharmacists,  some  further  conces- 
sions to  the  requirements  of  the  public  might  be  made 
without  worsening  the  pharmacist's  own  position  in  the 
matter.  Greater  facilities  might  be  provided  either  by 
some  extension  of  the  opening  period,  or  by  extending 
the  rota  list  of  available  shops.  Possibly  a  combination 
of  those  courses  might  be  suitable. 

Doctors  and  Drug  Prices 

For  the  doctors  to  devote  two  hours  out  of  a  day's 
general  discussion  to  the  subject  of  economy  in  pre- 
scribing (see  p.  434)  reflects  Ihe  attention  they  are 
currently  giving  to  the  cost  to  the  nation  of  the  pre- 
parations they  prescribe.  However,  after  "  the  scathing 
remarks  "  (the  phrase  is  used  by  the  British  Medical 
Journal  in  a  commentary  on  October  24)  Ministers  of 
Health  have  made  on  the  large  sums  of  money  said 
to  have  been  wasted  on  proprietary  preparations,  the 
recently  published  list  giving  comparative  prices  of 
dispensed  proprietary  and  non-proprietary  medicines 
(C.  &  D.,  October  10,  p.  361)  must  have  come  to  them 
as  something  like  a  damp  squib.  The  B.M.J.,  in  fact, 
dismisses  the  pamphlet  as  not  of  much  interest  to  the 
"  great  majority  of  doctors  who  are  careful  pre- 
scribes," except  for  the  light  it  throws  on  the  economi- 
cal prices  charged  for  most  proprietary  drugs.  A  hint 
is  given  that  there  are  signs  of  resentment  among 
doctors  against  the  way  in  which  the  Ministry  has 
ignorantly  misled  and,  by  implication,  criticised  them. 
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There  is  recognition  for  the  probability  that  the  sixty- 
seven  proprietary  drugs  that  cost  no  more  than  their 
official  equivalents  may  owe  their  extra  cost  to  more 
pleasant,  more  efficient  vehicles  than  the  official  ones. 
Unfortunately  the  further  moral  has  not  been  drawn 
that  some  of  the  proprietary  preparations  which,  when 
dispensed,  are  cheaper  than  their  equivalents,  may  owe 
that  apparent  advantage  to  a  covert  taking  of  money 
out  of  the  pharmacist's  pocket,  the  pharmacist  being 
paid  less  to  dispense  a  preparation  in  proprietary  form 
than  in  official  form.  Furthermore,  certain  proprietary 
drugs  are  cheaper  only  if  bought  in  large  quantities, 
and  that  involves  the  pharmacist  in  risk  of  financial 
loss  should  prescribers  come  to  favour  another  drug 
or  another  brand  of  the  same  drug.  Those  prepara- 
tions are,  in  any  case,  only  cheaper  if  in  any  particular 
district  they  are  prescribed  in  sufficient  quantity  to 
justify  pharmacists  buying  the  dispensing  pack. 

Form  Filling  and  Exports 

From  November  2,  traders  registered  for  purchase  tax 
who  export  taxable  goods  by  post  will  have  to  obtain 
and  fill  up  three  special  types  of  forms  per  parcel  in 
order  to  claim  tax  exemption  instead  of  the  postal  re- 
ceipt or  certificate  of  posting  that  has  been  the  normal 
practice  for  years.  Particulars  of  the  new  arrangements 
by  the  Customs  and  Excise  Department  were  only  pub- 
lished about  a  fortnight  ago  in  Notice  No.  77G 
(C.  &  D.,  October  17,  p.  385).  Thus,  with  very  little 
warning,  exporters  must  scrap  a  thoroughly  workable 
arrangement  for  a  much  more  ponderous  one,  the  effect 
of  which  will  be  to  throw  an  increasing  burden  on  ex- 
porters and  the  Post  Office  alike.  Mr.  A.  J.  Townsend 
(director,  Institute  of  Export)  writing  in  the  Financial 
Times  of  October  27,  makes  the  plea  that  someone 
in  authority  in  the  Government  should  examine  this 
"  stupid "  notice  and  instruct  the  Commissioners  to 
scrap  it.  The  complexity  and  variety  of  forms  essen- 
tial for  the  dispatch  of  goods  overseas  at  the  present 
time  must  be  a  severe  deterrent  to  many  small  potential 
exporters.  That  the  Commissioners  have  had  second 
thoughts  on  the  Notice  is  obvious  from  a  further  Notice 
they  issued,  dated  October  26  (though  the  effect  of  the 
second  notice  is  not  in  the  direction  that  Mr  Townsend 
recommended).  Paragraph  6  of  Notice  77G  stated  that 
the  Post  Office  will  be  unable  to  give  certificates  of  post- 
ing where  packets  are  collected  by  them  from  the 
sender's  premises.  Now,  however,  they  may  do  so  pro- 
vided that  (a)  separate  bags  are  used  for  all  parcels 
and  packets  containing  goods  for  which  tax  relief  is 
to  be  claimed,  and  (b)  that  each  bag  bears  a  Post  Office 
"  Firm's  Parcels  "  label  with  a  clear  indication  that  the 
bag  contains  purchase  tax  export  parcels  only. 

Whilst  it  is  obvious  that  the  new  regulations  have 
been  drawn  up  without  consulting  the  trade,  it  is  less 
clear  what  the  Commissioners  expect  to  gain  from  the 
new  requirements. 

Overseas  Trade  in  September 

United  Kingdom  exports  in  September  amounted  to 
£202  2  millions,  against  a  monthly  average  for  the  third 
quarter  of  1953  of  £21 16  millions.  With  imports  total- 
ling £2694  millions,  and  re-exports  £8  millions,  the 
excess  of  imports  (valued  c.i.f.)  over  exports  and  re- 
exports (f.o.b.)  was  £59-2  millions,  against  an  average 


of  £54"8  millions  in  the  third  quarter.  On  a  working 
day  basis,  total  exports  during  the  month  were  thi 
lowest  this  year.  Exports  of  drugs,  medicines  and  medi 
cinal  preparations  conformed  to  the  general  pattern 
and  at  £2,365,917  brought  the  total  for  the  nine  month: 
of  the  year  to  £22,458,442.  against  £24,181,175  for  th( 
same  period  of  1952.  Although  the  value  of  proprietary 
medicines,  at  £506,845,  almost  attained  the  averagt 
monthly  rate,  a  survey  of  the  1953  export  statistics  foi 
pharmaceutical  preparations  as  a  whole  shows  that  theij 
values  are  depreciating  rather  than  expanding.  Thai 
is  a  disturbing  trend,  and  one  which  the  industry  wil 
no  doubt  take  measures  to  counteract. 

In  September,  India  maintained  its  position  as  the 
largest  single  market  for  U.K.  medicines,  the  values 
being: — Proprietary  medicines,  £36,532;  other  medicinal 
preparations,  £274,008.  Australia  was  next  with  £15,53" 
and  £170,517  respectively.  Among  drugs  for  which  indi- 
vidual export  statistics  are  given  only  aspirin,  at  £87,918. 
and  antipaludics,  at  £156,523,  were  above  the  monthly 
averages  for  the  year.  Shipments  of  penicillin  fell  con- 
siderably, with  salts  valued  at  £122,000,  injections  at 
£72,441  (the  first  time  that  the  value  has  not  reached 
six  figures),  and  other  penicillin  preparations  at  £33,151. 
Although  the  value  of  sulphonamides,  at  £187,516,  was 
higher  than  in  August  (£124,822)  it  was  substantially 
less  than  the  figure  for  either  the  corresponding  month 
of  1952  or  the  monthly  average  for  1953.  Exports  of 
antibiotics  other  than  penicillin  accounted  for  £228,154; 
insulin  for  £32,974;  and  ointments  and  liniments  for 
£65,322.

Sir, — In  view  of  further  possible  Budget  reductions  in 
April  1954  it  would  be  a  gesture  of  good  will  on  the  part 
of  manufacturers  if  they  were  to  offer  direct  discount  terms 
for  the  peiiod  January  1  to  March  31  on  parcels  of  lower 
ratios  than  their  normal  terms.  The  advantage  would  be 
mutual  and  would  help  to  avoid  a  period  of  complete  stag- 
nation in  the  immediate  pre-Budget  period.

A  CURRENT  CAUSERIE 


Winter  dipping  of  sheep  is  rarely  practised  in  North 
Devon,  but  a  departure  from  custom  was  made  on  October 
16,  when  600  sheep  from  Exmoor  were  dipped  at  Lorna 
Doone  Farm,  Brendon.  The  dipping  was  part  of  an  ex- 
periment being  carried  out  in  the  area  by  an  enterprising 
firm  of  manufacturing  chemists  to  test  the  efficacy 
of  a  new  form  of  greasy-base  dip.  The  purpose  of  the 
dip  was  to  improve  the  wool,  keep  it  cleaner,  waterproof 
the  fleece,  retain  Gammexane  in  the  fleece  for  the  longest 
possible  time,  and,  of  course,  control  parasites.  By 
waterproofing  the  sheep,  it  was  hoped  to  protect  the  ani- 
mals and  fleeces  from  rain  and  snow  during  the  hard 
Exmoor  winter.  It  was  hoped  it  would  increase  the  per- 
sistency of  Gammexane  so  that  sufficient  would  be  left 
in  the  fleece  to  kill  any  infestation  should  the  fly  strike 
before  shearing  time.  The  wool  is  to  be  examined  in  the 
spring  for  approval  of  the  technique. 


I  Hardly  had  I  hit  upon  the  inspired  title  '  The  Romance 
of  Medicine  '  for  my  new  best  seller,"  writes  Aescapius 
Minor  in  a  letter  mainly  about  authorship  fees,  "  than  I 
found  valuab.e  material  confronting  me  in  the  very  issue 
of  the  Lancet  over  which  I  was  day-dreaming.  '  D.ied 
Bones  as  a  Source  of  Anthrax '  was  the  title  of  the  article. 
It  appears  that  '  In  Wales  (just  to  make  it  harder),  most 
cases  of  anthrax  in  man  can  be  traced  to  infected  sun-dried 
bones  from  the  Far  East.'  There  came  into  my  mind  at 
once  a  picture  of  a  seemingly  endless  succession  of  ankle 
bone  succeeding  shin  bone,  and  shin  bone  thigh  bone — 
along  a  trail  that  began  in  Hankow  or  Blagoveshchenk — and 


perhaps  in  pre-history — and  ended  for  some  reason  at 
Maesteg  or  Merthyr  Tydfil  with  en  route  a  long  and 
arduous  transit  through  the  Gobi  desert,  where  the  merci- 
less sun  left  the  bones  parched  and  nearly  pulverised.  The 
truth  is  otherwise  but  hardly  less  stimulating  to  the  loman- 
tic  imagination.  The  bones,  crushed  to  sizes  vaiying  from 
0-5  to  5  cm.,  come  in  sacks  for  conversion  into  fertilisers, 
and  the  anthrax  '  presents  as  a  malignant  pustule  among 
those  workers  who  carry  the  sacks.'  Is  there  not,  surely, 
more  than  a  hint  the^e  of  chemical  warfaie  from  an  un- 
friendly power?  Perhaps  a  Red  retaliation  for  the  malign 
bacteria  the  United  Nations  are  accused  of  having  d.opped 
on  Korea?  But  no.  It  is  our  Indian  and  Pakistan  partners 
in  the  Commonwealth  who  are  responsible.  '  When  wool 
was  the  source  of  infection  it  was  not  fine  wool  fiom 
Australia  but  coarse  wool  fiom  the  Far  East  used  in  the 
manufacture  of  carpets.  When  hides  were  the  souice  of 
infection  they  were  almost  always  kid  hides  from  India  and 
Pakistan.'  (Dead-end  kids  with  a  vengeance!)  In  one  indus- 
try the  Lancet  authors  found  fourteen  anthrax  cases,  none 
of  them  in  any  part  of  the  factory  except  where  the  bones 
or  sacks  were  handled.  In  fact  the  bones,  in  their  later 
passage  through  the  factory,  were  subjected  to  such  severe 
chemical  handling  that  it  was  beyond  belief  the  anthrax 
bacilli  or  spores  could  emerge  still  viable.  The  bones,  then, 
stand  convicted.  Their  incrimination  foreshadows — what? 
A  ban  on  imports?  Diversion  to  countries  with  less  strin- 
gent immigration  laws?  Sterilisation  at  sou.ce,  so  that  the 
bones  can  enter,  as  shaving  brushes  are  sold,  '  guaranteed 
free  from  anthrax'?  Those  are  questions,"  concludes  our 
imaginative  young  friend,  "  I  must  leave  to  another  author." 


PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF 
NORTHERN  IRELAND 

October  Meeting  of  Council 


A  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Northern  Ireland  was  held  in  Belfast,  on  October  16, 
the  president  (Mr.  W.  H.  Boyd),  in  the  chair.  Also  pre- 
sent weie  Messrs.  W.  P.  Ewart  (vice-piesident),  H.  P. 
Crossin  (treasurer),  H.  H.  Cowzer,  S.  E.  CampbeJ,  H.  W. 
Gamble,  J.  Irwin.  J.  McGregor,  H.  F.  Moore,  C.  A.  Quinn, 
P.  R.  W.  Shinner  and  Professor  E.  B.  C  Mayrs.  The 
secretary  (Mr.  William  Goiman)  was  in  attendance.  Apolo- 
gies for  absence  were  received  from  Messrs.  H.  J.  Cousley 
and  Walter  C.  Tate. 

The  four  members  who  retired  and  were  re-elected 
(Messrs.  Campbell,  Cousley,  Crossin  and  H.  F.  Moore) 
were  congratulated  by  the  president  on  their  return. 

A  letter  was  read  from  a  member  stating  that  it  was 
impossible  for  a  great  many  phaimacists  living  outside 
Belfast  to  attend  the  Society's  annual  meeting  and  suggest- 
ing that  it  should  be  held  in  each  county  in  rotation,  on 
Wednesdays  and  Thursdays  in  alternate  years,  and  that 
the  Council  should  have  more  country  representation. 

Mr.  Gamble  said  that  members  in  country  districts 
where  local  associations  had  not  been  formed  had  little 
opportunity  to  discuss  pharmaceutical  affairs  and  they 
felt  overlooked.  There  was  no  association  in  the  writer's 
district  but  it  was  hoped  that  one  would  be  formed. 

Permission  was  given  to  the  Ulster  Chemists'  Association 
o  hold  its  annual  meeting  in  the  Society's  House  on 
November  18. 

The  Ministry  of  Home  Affairs,  in  a  letter,  stated  that 
iny  further  proposals  for  inclusion  in  the  proposed  new 
harmacy  Bill  should  be  forwarded  for  consideration  be- 
fore the  end  of  October.    The  President  said  that  most 


of  the  points  had  already  been  submitted.  It  was  hoped 
to  have  another  consultation  with  counsel  and  to  have 
everything  ready  in  time. 

The  president,  Messrs.  Ewart,  Gamble,  McNabb,  and 
the  secretary  were  appointed  to  attend  a  meeting  with 
veterinary  surgeons  on  October  27. 

Proposing  the  re-election  of  Mr.  Boyd  as  President  of 
the  Society,  Mr.  McGregor  said  that  he  had  carried  out 
his  duties  in  a  most  efficient  manner  and  had  the  con- 
fidence of  every  member  of  the  Council.  The  success  of 
the  past  year  had  been  in  no  small  way  due  to  his  en- 
thusiasm, and  he  felt  that  in  re-electing  him  the  Council 
would  be  going  far  to  ensure  equal  success  in  1953-54. 
Mr.  Ewart,  seconding,  said  he  had  learned  much  from 
Mr.  Boyd  and  had  come  to  appreciate  the  amount  of  work 
that  the  president  was  called  upon  to  peiform.  Acknow- 
ledging his  re-election,  which  was  unanimous,  Mr.  Boyd 
said  he  greatly  appreciated  the  honour  and  the  help  given 
to  him  by  the  Council.  Tributes  were  also  paid  to  Mr. 
Ewart,  who  was  reappointed  Vice-president  on  the  mo- 
tion of  the  president,  seconded  by  Mr.  Gamble.  As  Trea- 
surer, the  Council  appointed  Mr.  James  Irwin,  who  was 
proposed  by  Mr.  Crossin,  seconded  by  Mr.  Moore.  The 
President  expressed  to  Mr.  Crossin  the  Council's  thanks 
for  his  work  as  treasurer  during  the  previous  three  years. 
Mr.  Crossin  had  shown  great  wisdom  and  but  for  his 
ability  the  Society  would  not  have  had  a  credit  balance 
in  the  past  two  years.  Mr.  Crossin  suitably  replied. 

The  reports  of  the  Law,  Finance,  and  Education  Com- 
mittees were  adopted.  Twenty  students  who  applied 
were  granted  certificates  of  registration  as  apprentices. 
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PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  IRELAND 

Seventy-eighth  Annual  Meeting 


The  seventy-eighth  annual  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  was  held  in  Dublin  on  October  12,  Mr. 
J.  P.  Kissane  (president)  in  the  chair.  A  representative 
attendance  included  Mr.  Fred  Storey,  Belfast,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
M.  Kiernan,  Leitrim,  and  Mr.  M.  J.  Mulreany,  all  of  whom 
were  welcomed  by  the  president. 

Education  and  Examinations 

At  the  outset  of  the  proceedings  the  President  declared 
the  following  seven  out-going  members  of  the  Council 
returned  unopposed  for  a  further  term  of  three  years: 
Messrs.  D.  J.  Kennelly,  P.  Fullam,  P.  F.  McGrath,  G.  C. 
O'Neill,  N.  A.  McKane,  M.  Power,  and  C.  D.  O'Shea.  In 
the  course  of  his  presidential  address  Mr.  Kissane  said 
that  at  the  previous  annual  meeting  there  had  been  some 
pessimism  over  the  new  educational  system.  He  reported 
that  in  the  year  just  past  thirty-three  full-time  students 
attended  the  science  course  and  in  October  thirty-seven 
students  had  started  and  two  more  were  expected.  That 
was  nearly  a  25  per  cent,  increase  on  the  previous 
year's  attendance  and  would  reassure  those  members  who 
thought  that  the  new  system  would  discourage  students. 
The  performance  of  candidates  in  the  First  Professional 
examination  in  June  1952  provoked  favourable  comments 
from  the  examiners.  A  supplemental  examination  was  held 
in  September,  and  now  thirty  of  the  new  students  had 
embarked  on  their  period  of  apprenticeship.  Part-time 
students  attended  in  large  numbers  and  as  revision  classes 
were  conducted  there  was  no  accommodation  for  refresher 
courses. 

Entries  for  the  Licence  examination  constituted  a  record. 
367  candidates  entered  for  Part  I,  158  for  Part  II,  and 
seventy-three  obtained  the  Licence.  The  tendency  had  been 
to  enter  for  Part  I  and  by-pass  the  Assistants'  examination. 
The  Assistants'  examination  would  come  back  into  favour 
when  Part  I  candidates  appreciated  its  value.  The  examiners 
had  reported  a  steady  improvement  in  standard  since  the 
final  examination  was  divided.  The  candidates  had  said 
that  the  new  arrangement  enabled  them  to  give  more  atten- 
tion to  individual  subjects.  There  were  forty  candidates 
for  the  Dispensing  Chemist  and  Druggist  examination  and 
twenty  were  successful. 

In  February  the  Council  had  conversations  with  mem- 
bers of  the  Compounders'  Association  concerning  hospital 
pharmaceutical  arrangements  which  did  much  to  bring  to 
the  attention  of  the  Council  some  facts  which  were  not 
clearly  appreciated  hitherto.  Investigations  were  being 
pursued. 

In  November  1952  a  deputation  from  the  Society  had  an 
interview  with  officials  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 
The  Council  was  fully  aware  of  the  importance  to  chemists 
of  legislation  or  orders  affecting  livestock.  Unfortunately 
the  secretary  of  the  Department  stipulated  that  the  nature 
of  the  discussions  should  not  be  published  until  the 
Minister  had  had  an  opportunity  of  conveying  to  the 
Council  what  he  proposed  to  do.  In  March  the  Council 
replied  to  a  questionnaire  dealing  with  the  possible  intro- 
duction of  the  metric  system  and  decimal  coinage.  That 
was  followed  up  by  oral  evidence  given  by  the  registrar 
and  the  dean  of  the  college  of  pharmacy.  It  appeared  that 
pharmacists  were  considered  to  be  in  the  category  labelled 
"  high  intelligence  quotient."  The  president  stressed  the 
need  for  pharmacists  to  observe  the  conditions  governing 
the  sale  and  dispensing  of  poisons  and  Dangerous  Drugs,  as 
much  publicity  was  being  given  to  that  subject. 

The  Health  Bill  had  now  reached  the  Statute  Book  and 
many  pharmacists  were  just  as  apprehensive  as  they  had 
been  three  years  ago.  Deputy  Brady  and  Mr.  Kissane  had 
represented  the  Society  at  meetings  of  the  Health  Council 
and  pressed  for  the  inclusion  of  pharmacists  in  the  proposed 


local  Health  Councils  and  a  deputation  from  the  Society 
had  a  meeting  with  the  Minister  for  Health  and  had 
stressed  the  pharmacist's  value  and  interests.  The  maiu 
change  was  in  the  proposed  maternity  benefits.  The 
deputation  impressed  on  the  Minister  that  medical  prac- 
titioners should  not  become  stockists  and  suggested  a  modi- 
fied scheme.  The  Society  had  the  Minister's  encouragement 
to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Ministry  officials  any  aspect  of  the 
scheme  which  in  the  Society's  view  might  be  improved. 
He  had  stated  that  he  would  meet  pharmacists  before  he 
made  any  further  efforts  to  arrange  pharmaceutical 
services. 

During  the  year  Mr.  D.  Murphy  (chairman,  Benevolent 
Fund  Dance  Committee)  presented  a  record  cheque  for 
£602.  Mr.  M.  Collins  (managing  director,  Burroughs 
Wellcome  &  Co.)  presented  the  Society  with  a  cheque  for 
£200  to  help  equip  its  aseptic  dispensing  room.  Later  there 
was  another  pleasant  surprise  when  Mr.  D.  Boyd  (managing 
director,  Boileau  &  Boyd,  Ltd.)  gave  the  use  of  a  five-acre 
field  as  a  sports  ground  for  the  student  body.  Mr.  Fielding 
(Parke,  Davis  &  Co.)  presented  the  Society  with  twelve 
framed  pictures  depicting  the  history  of  pharmacy.  Finally, 
the  presidential  chair  was  presented  by  the  Irish  Chemists' 
Golfing  Society  as  a  posthumous  tribute  to  the  late  Mr. 
P.  C.  Cahill. 

The  registrar  had  queried  the  classification  of  chemists 
(in  the  official  census  of  population  return)  under  "  trades." 
He  had  received  a  long  and  courteous  reply  pointing  out 
that  pharmacists  were  themselves  to  blame  and  suggesting 
that  pharmacists  should  not  use  such  general  terms  as 
"  chemist  "  but  should  state  specifically  in  census  of  popu- 
lation returns  that  they  possess  a  qualification.  In  conclusion 
the  president  thanked  all  who  assisted  him  during  the  year, 
including  the  officers,  the  local  associations,  the  registrar 
and  office  staff  and  the  official  reporter. 

Mr.  M.  Davitt  Walsh,  Dublin,  moving  the  adoption  of 
the  president's  report  said  he  would  like  to  have  had  an 
analysis  of  the  examination  results  under  the  new  system 
to  see  how  they  compared  with  the  old.  In  view  of  the 
changes  that  had  taken  place  in  pharmacy  he  felt  that  a 
number  of  items  in  the  course  could  be  dropped.  On  the 
Health  Bill  he  thought  the  president  had  been  rather  vague 
but  no  more  vague  than  the  Minister.  He  paid  a  tribute 
to  the  work  of  the  Society's  registrar  and  staff.  Mr. 
P.  Grey,  Listowel,  seconded  the  motion  which  was  carried 
unanimously. 

Increased  Surplus 

The  Treasurer  (Mr.  H.  P.  Corrigan)  presenting  his  re- 
port, stated  that  income  at  £7,760  showed  an  increase  of 
£1,923  over  the  previous  year  whilst  expenditure  at  £7,554 
also  showed  an  increase  (of  £1,806).  The  financial  year  was 
closed  with  a  surplus  of  £206  as  compared  with  £88  in  1952. 
Subscriptions  showed  a  drop  from  £2,098  to  £2,078,  a 
normal  variation.  The  increased  annual  subscription  took 
effect  from  that  month  and,  of  course,  was  not  reflected 
in  those  figures.  Examination  fees  showed  an  increase  to 
£2,610  (£1,053  more  than  in  1952).  That  was  accounted  for 
in  two  ways:  the  change  in  the  examination  system  which 
had  the  effect  of  inducing  abnormal  numbers  to  enter  for 
Part  I  of  the  Licence  examination;  and  the  inclusion  of 
£208  paid  by  candidates  for  the  First  Professional  examina- 
tion. School  receipts  showed  an  increase  of  £1,053  over 
the  previous  year's  return  of  £387  while  registration  fees 
at  £1,636  showed  a  drop  of  £324.  That  was  explained  by 
the  fact  that  the  majority  of  the  Licence  candidates  took 
only  Part  I  of  the  examination,  and  by  the  decrease  in  the 
number  of  entries  for  the  Assistants'  examination.  Income 
from  investments  showed  a  decrease  from  £298  to  £292. 

Dealing  with  expenditure,  Mr.  Corrigan  said  salaries  and 
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wages  had  increased  by  £144  to  £1,995,  but  rent  and  rates 
showed  a  decrease  of  £164.  Cash  in  hand  was  £112. 
Investments  totalled  £7,059  (market  value,  £6,016).  In  July 
1952  the  Society  sold  its  holdings  of  3i  per  cent.  Financial 
Agreement  Loan,  3|  per  cent.  Fourth  National  Loan  and 
Coras  Iompair  Eireann  3  per  cent.  Transport  Stock.  At  the 
close  of  the  year  the  overdraft  was  £5,988,  but  he  had  calcu- 
lated that  it  was  more  profitable  (at  current  quotations)  to 
hold  the  stocks  listed  than  to  realise  them.  Members 
would  now  understand  why  the  bank  charges  were  so  low. 
The  auditors  were  well  pleased  with  the  recovery  they  had 
effected  in  twelve  months,  and  had  commended  the  polity 
pursued.  The  premises  was  shown  in  the  balance  sheet  at 
£29,889,  which  was  a  very  close  approximation  of  the 
valuation  of  £30,000  placed  on  it  by  an  independent  valuer 
for  the  1952  annual  meeting.  "  We  may  anticipate,"  Mr. 
Corrigan  concluded,  "  freedom  from  any  major  expendi- 
ture for  some  years,  and  can  concentrate  on  provision  of 
equipment  and  other  facilities  for  our  students." 

Mr.  F.  Roche,  Dublin,  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
complimented  Mr.  Corrigan  on  the  way  in  which  he  had 
outlined  how  their  finances  had  been  administered  during 
the  year.  Mr.  P.  O'Briain,  Dublin,  seconding,  said  he  was 
glad  to  note  the  more  optimistic  tone  of  the  treasurer  as 
compared  with  1952.  He  would  like  to  know  whether  the 
Society  was  gaining  or  losing  on  the  new  science  course 
and  to  know  more  about  the  Health  Bill,  and  to  what 
extent  it  would  affect  the  retail  chemist.  Mr.  F.  Storey, 
Belfast,  supporting  the  motion,  said  that  the  Pharmaceuical 
Society  of  Northern  Ireland  had  held  its  annual  meeting 
the  previous  week  and  he  had  been  asked  to  bring  fraternal 
greetings  from  his  Society  to  "  my  colleagues  here."  He 
wished  to  congratulate  the  president  and  the  treasurer  on  the 
excellent  reports  they  had  presented.  He  was  glad  to  say 
that  in  Northern  Ireland  they  had  the  backing  of  the 
Ministry  in  regard  to  the  question  of  having  qualified 
people  appointed  to  public  institutions  and  hoped  that  the 
Irish  Society  would  one  day  be  equally  successful  in  that 
connection.  The  Health  Services  in  the  North  were  a 
"God  -send  "  to  the  chemists,  who  seemed  to  get  on  pretty 
well  with  the  Ministry. 

Replying  to  Mr.  O'Briain,  Mr.  Corrigan  said  that  the 
science  course  "  broke  even."  The  treasurer's  report  was 
then  unanimously  adopted,  as  was  also  Mr.  Corrigan's 
report  on  the  Benevolent  Fund  (adoption  proposed  by  Mr. 
J.  A.  Hl'rson,  Dublin,  seconded  by  Mr.  D.  J.  Nugent, 
Longford).  It  showed  that  £444  was  brought  forward 
from  the  previous  year.  Disbursements  for  the  year  came 
to  £187.  and  the  major  contribution  was  "  the  magnificent 
cheque  of  £602  "  received  from  the  Dance  Committee.  Mr. 
Corrigan  added  that  he  would  like  to  express  his  personal 
thanks  to  the  chairman  of  the  Dance  Committee  for  the 
great  work  he  and  his  committee  had  done.  Mr.  Nugent 
proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  David  Murphy  for  the 
work  he  had  done  for  the  Benevolent  Fund.  The*  Presi- 
dent seconded  and  the  motion  was  passed  with  applause. 

Council's  Work  on  Health  Legislation 

Mr.  M.  Costello  then  gave  an  account  of  what  the 
Council  had  done  in  connection  with  the  Health  Act  from 
Ehe  time  the  White  Paper  was  first  issued  down  to  the 
passage  of  the  Bill.  In  their  first  interview  with  the 
Minister  for  Health,  Mr.  Costello  said  they  stressed  that 
sharmacists  were  the  people  through  whom  medicines 
should  be  supplied,  and  indicated  that  they  were  willing  to 
liscuss  prices,  terms,  and  conditions.  The  Minister  then 
»ave  them  an  assurance  that  there  was  no  intention  of 
supplying  medicines  to  any  but  the  lower  income  group, 
vho  were  receiving  them  already.  Where  medicines  were 
:o  be  supplied  to  the  middle  income  group  and  charged  for, 
he  deputation  stressed  that  they  should  be  supplied  through 
he  chemists.  A  great  deal  depended  upon  the  regulations 
o  be  framed  under  the  Act  and  how  they  were  interpreted 
?y  the  County  Managers. 


Mr.  F.  Mallen,  Dublin,  said  there  had  been  much  stock- 
piling of  drugs  and  medicines  by  county  councils.  In  many 
cases  poisons  and  Dangerous  Drugs  were  under  the  control 
of  unqualified  persons.  They  should  stress  the  need  for 
having,  under  the  Health  Bill,  a  county  chemist  in  every 
county  and  qualified  chemists  in  all  hospitals  and 
institutions. 

Mr.  M.  J.  Mulreany,  Sligo,  said  the  cost  of  providing 
medicines  through  the  present  dispensary  service  was  much 
greater  than  if  prescriptions  were  given  to  the  patients. 
Where  pharmacists  were  employed  there  was  practically 
no  loss  due  to  overstocking.  The  sooner  county  pharma- 
cists were  appointed  the  better  it  would  be  for  the  finances 
of  counties.  Mr.  M.  Hayes,  Tulla,  said  the  vagueness 
about  the  Health  Act  was  disconcerting.  They  should  get 
a  definite  regulation  with  regard  to  the  position  of  chemists. 
The  present  Minister  might  be  sympathetic,  but  another 
might  think  differently. 

Pharmacy  in  Institutions 

Mr.  Nugent  urged  that  they  should  press  to  have 
chemists  in  all  the  public  institutions,  just  as  they  had  them 
in  Northern  Ireland.  When  the  Council  raised  the  question 
of  Portrane  Mental  Hospital  (C.  &  D.,  September  19, 
p.  286),  where  there  was  no  dispenser  for  4,000  patients, 
they  were  told  that  the  doctors  did  all  the  dispensing.  He 
understood  that  the  doctors  in  the  Cork  Mental  Hospital 
did  not  wish  to  do  the  work  and  had  asked  that  a  pharma- 
cist should  be  appointed.  He  felt  that  the  Health  Act  gave 
them  no  security  whatever.  It  would  be  a  serious  business 
for  retail  chemists  when  people  with  incomes  of  £400  to 
£600,  who  came  into  their  shops  at  present,  went  looking 
for  free  medicines.  When  the  President  read  replies  from 
the  Health  Council  indicating  that  there  would  be  no  free 
medicines  to  middle-income-group  people,  and  mentioned 
that  Mr.  P.  A.  Brady  and  himself  were  pharmaceutical 
representatives  on  the  Health  Council,  Mr.  Nugent  com- 
mented: "  That  is  splendid.  I  did  not  know  that."  Mr. 
O'Briain  asked  if  there  could  be  co-operation  with  the 
Irish  Medical  Association  and  the  President  replied  that 
they  were  always  willing  to  co-operate  with  that  Associa- 
tion. The  Registrar  pointed  out  that  a  joint  committee 
of  the  Society  and  the  Medical  Association  was  in  exist- 
ence to  deal  with  poisons  and  Dangerous  Drugs.  Mr. 
M.  J.  Mulreany,  Sligo,  said  that  pharmacists  in  the  country 
did  not  know  where  they  were  with  regard  to  compounding 
in  public  dispensaries.  One  salary  was  paid  in  one  place 
and  a  different  salary  in  another  place  where  three  times 
the  work  was  being  done. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Storey  a  vote  of  thanks  was 
passed  to  the  president  for  his  work  over  the  past  two  years, 
and  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Nugent  a  vote  of  thanks  was 
passed  to  the  registrar  and  staff  for  their  work  over  the 
past  year.

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HOSPITAL    PHARMACY  FORUM 

INFORMATION,  PLEASE! 

Observations  of  a  Pharmacist  in  a  Hospital  Staffed  by  Women 


IN  addition  to  other  duties,  the  hospital  pharmacist,  I 
find,  usually  runs  a  sort  of  general  information  bureau 
for  honoraries,  housemen,  medical  students,  nurses, 
administrative  staff  and  patients.  The  medical  staff's  in- 
quiries range  from  requests  for  information  on  the  newer 
drugs  and  samples  for  clinical  trials  to  (in  the  writer's 
hospital  which  is  staffed  by  women)  "  Please  can  you  un- 
stick my  husband's  syringe?  "  and  "  Can  you  get  this  stain 
out  of  my  skirt?  "  We  usually  manage  to  deal  with  these 
requests  and  I  feel  sure  that  the  time  we  spend  on  them  is 
justified,  because  a  friendly  relationship  between  pharma- 
cists and  medical  staff  can  be  of  great  advantage  to  both. 
On  such  a  basis  the  doctor  soon  learns  how  much  she  can 
leave  to  the  pharmacist,  which  she  cannot  know  if  her 
dealings  with  the  dispensary  are  always  stiff  and  formal. 
In  answering  doctors'  professional  inquiries  a  file  of  re- 
prints from  the  Guide  to  New  Medicaments  feature  of  the 
C.  &  D.,  and  of  selected  publications  from  manufacturers  is, 
of  course,  invaluable. 

Left  to  the  Pharmacist 

One  of  our  clinical  assistants  is  in  the  habit  of  writing 
"  B  Vitamins,  intensive  course  "  and  leaving  the  rest  to 
us.  We  have  suggested  to  her  what  she  should  prescribe 
but  she  still  writes  it  that  way  and  says  "  You  know  more 
than  I  do  which  are  the  economical  and  well-balanced  pre- 
parations. Just  write  in  what  you  give."  Perhaps  this  proce- 
dure is  a  foretaste  of  the  predicted  era  when  doctors  will 
diagnose  and  pharmacists  prescribe. 

A  common  query  from  the  medical  staff  is  "  What  is  the 
dose  of  so-and-so?  "  Except  for  the  maximum  doses  of 
the  more  potent  substances,  the  doses  learnt  at  college  are 
soon  forgotten,  I  am  afraid.  What  remains  in  our  minds  is 
the  doses — used  in  different  conditions — that  vary  from  the 
official  doses.  That  is  knowledge  gained  of  wider  experience 
and  is  accumulated  as  new  drugs  and  uses  come  into  being. 
But  I  have  often  felt  that  we  could  be  of  more  help  to  the 
medical  staff  if  pharmacy  students  were  taught  some  thera- 
peutics. Usually  the  newly-qualified  pharmacist  is  unfami- 
liar with  the  terms  used  by  the  medical  staff  and  it  has  to 
be  the  chief  or  senior  pharmacist  who  deals  with  the 
queries.  Juniors  have  little  chance  to  learn  by  personal 
contact. 

The  pharmacists'  knowledge  of  the  properties  of  sub- 
stances results  in  their  often  being  called  in  to  do  strange 
jobs.  One  that  I  did  recently  for  a  member  of  the  medical 
staff,  for  her  research  in  physiotherapy,  was  to  set  agar  gel 
in  a  skeleton  skull.  The  task  for  the  lower,  facial  half  of 
the  skull  was  rather  like  trying  to  set  jelly  in  a  sieve. 

Queries  about  poisons  and  antidotes  often  find  their  way 
to  the  pharmaceutical  department.  Patients  never  seem  to 
take  the  text-book  poisons  but  consume  household  sub- 
stances that  carry  no  indication  of  their  composition. 
Usually,  however,  suppliers  and  manufacturers,  once  they 
can  be  traced,  can  give  the  information  to  us  by  telephone 
in  a  matter  of  minutes. 

Tutor  Sister  and  nurses  also  bring  their  problems,  usually 
seeking  information  on  new  drugs  and  substances  in  use 
in  the  wards.  Nurses  have  to  be  taught  something  about  the 
pharmacy  of  the  drugs  they  are  using,  and  surely  the  phar- 
macist is  the  person  to  do  that  teaching?  The  difficulty  is 
to  decide  how  much  or  how  little  they  should  know.  It  is 
not  easy  to  explain  anything  chemical  to  someone  who  has 
no  knowledge  of  chemistry.  I  have,  for  instance,  found 
myself  trying  to  explain  the  position  of  the  quaternary 
ammonium  compounds  to  someone  who  did  not  know  the 
difference  between  acids  and  alkalis.  But  I  believe  that, 


without  starting  a  pharmaceutical  class,  a  pharmacist  can 
often  explain  something  of  her  work  to  nurses,  although 
that  may  be  easiest  in  small  hospitals.  It  is  simpler  to  keep 
an  eye  on  the  use  of  medicines,  disinfectants  and  so  on  if 
the  nurses  are  not  afraid  to  ask  questions  of  the  pharma- 
cists. In  talking  to  nurses,  both  as  a  pharmacist  and  as  a 
patient,  I  have  more  than  once  come  across  misuses  that 
need  not  have  occurred  if  the  nurses  had  understood  more 
of  what  they  were  doing. 

Medical  students  come  for  information  on  drugs  just 
before  their  oral  examinations.  That  often  gives  the  phar- 
macist a  chance  to  impress  upon  them  the  correct  way  to 
write  Schedule  4  and  Dangerous  Drug  prescriptions.  Some- 
times that  information  may  also  be  passed  on  tactfully  to 
housemen,  for  rarely  does  a  young  doctor  write  those  pres- 
criptions correctly. 

Then  there  are  the  queries  from  the  patients  themselves. 
There  is  no  limit  to  the  questions  they  ask.  "  What's  it 
for?  "  "  What  is  it?  "  "  Where  and  why  do  I  use  it?  " 
Here  the  pharmacist's  tact,  experience,  and  often  ingenuity, 
come  in.  The  patients  are  naturally  curious  to  know  what 
they  are  given.  Frequently  they  have  either  not  liked  to 
ask  the  doctor  or,  in  their  flurry  at  seeing  the  doctor,  have 
forgotten.  While  we  stick  to  the  old  rule  of  not  divulging 
information,  we  have  to  choose  between  sounding  mysterious 
and  frightening  to  the  patient  by  saying  "  I  may  not  tell 
you  "  or  setting  their  minds  at  rest  with  half  explanations. 

We  have  a  large  number  of  psychiatric  patients  who  fre- 
quently get  barbiturates.  We  soon  learn  to  discriminate 
between  the  patient  to  whom  we  can  say  "  It's  a  nerve 
tonic,"  and  who  will  be  all  the  better  for  knowing,  and 
the  patient  who  has  been  told  by  the  doctor  that  she  is 
having  vitamins  because  she  "  won't  take  drugs."  Again 
the  patient  will  sometimes  ask  outright  "  Are  these  pheno- 
barbitone?  "  A  tactful  question  as  to  why  she  has  asked 
may  reveal  the  fact  that  her  general  practitioner  has  already 
given  her  some  and  there  is  the  danger  of  the  dose  being 
doubled  if  she  is  kept  in  ignorance.  In  a  busy  out-patients' 
clinic  there  is  not  time  for  the  doctor  to  give  explicit  ex- 
planations of  methods  of  application,  etc.,  of  medicaments 
given,  so  it  falls  to  the  pharmacist  to  give  advice  on  poul- 
tices, douches,  liniments,  lotions  and  ointments.  That  is 
simply  part  of  our  job.  But  there  is  one  thing  we  often 
do  that  might  be  called  extra-curricular.  The  pharmacist 
is,  by  repute,  able  to  read  bad  handwriting,  and  when  the 
office  staff  is  stumped  by  a  doctor's  writing  in  a  precis  the 
pharmacists  are  called  in.

A  hospital  chief  pharmacist  discusses  pyrogen-free  parenteral  solutions 


THE  bush  telegraph  is  a  most  inconvenient  instrument 
of  communication,  but  it  does  occasionally  bring 
interesting  news.  Very  often  it  is  the  vehicle  for 
the  most  interesting  tit-bits  of  news.  We  heard  recently,  for 
example,  that  a  certain  hospital  authority  has  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  there  is  great  danger  in  the  pharmacist's 
preparing  parenteral  solutions  in  the  hospital  pharmacy! 
The  pathologists  have  recommended  that,  because  of  the 
danger  of  pyrogens,  such  solutions  should  be  obtained 
only  from  commercial  manufacturers.  That  decision,  apart 
from  being  intensely  annoying  to  pharmacists  trained  in 
the  technique  of  preparing  sterile  medicaments  and  fully 
informed  as  to  the  risks  involved,  throws  a  curious  light 
on  the  mentality  of  the  pathologists  and  administrators 
responsible  for  it. 

Examination  of  the  products  offered  by  hospital  depart- 
ments and  commercial  laboratories  shows  that  the  former 
never  lag  behind,  and  often  lead,  in  the  tests  for  freedom 
from  particles  which  we  apply  to  our  own  solutions.  Our 
chemicals  are  checked  and  are  of  good  quality.  The  bottles 
and  closures  are  of  the  same  make  that  some  of  the  manu- 
acturers  use  and,  indeed,  most  of  the  work  leading  to 
improvements  in  these  matters  has  come  from  criticism 
made  by  hospital  pharmacists.  So  it  all  comes  back  to 
pyrogens:  the  old.  old  bogey  on  which  so  much  ink  has 
been  spilled.  The  manufacturers,  in  order  to  cover  them- 
elves  against  possible  legal  liability  should  they  be  chal- 
lenged, submit  their  solutions  to  tests  for  pyrogens.  I 
hould  like  to  know  how  often  they  find  a  positive  result 
ind  to  what  they  attribute  it  when  they  do.  In  twelve  years' 
xperiencs  of  preparing  intravenous  fluids  in  hospitals  I 
annot  recollect  a  single  occasion  when  we  have  been 
hallenged  on  the  question  of  pyrogenicity  in  our  solutions. 
Those  who  have  any  acquaintance  with  the  medical  pro- 
ession  will  know  that  this  is  not  due  to  reticence  on  their 
oart.  If  an  untoward  reaction  is  encountered  it  may  be  due 
o  any  of  a  number  of  variables  and  unknowns,  such  as 
he  technique  of  administration,  the  sensitivity  of  the 
»atient,  trauma  from  a  blunt  needle,  chance  infection  at  the 


site  of  puncture — but  the  first  thing  to  be  challenged  will 
be  the  one  factor  which  is  subject  to  standard  conditions, 
viz.:  the  injection  solution.  1  believe  that  the  lack  of  such 
challenge  is  due  to  the  non-incidence  of  reactions. 

Now  supposing  the  attitude  of  this  particular  authority 
is  to  be  copied  throughout  the  country,  what  will  happen? 
There  seem  to  me  to  be  two  alternatives.  The  first  is  to 
hand  over  the  job  to  commercial  laboratories,  asking  for 
a  guarantee  that  pyrogen  tests  are  made  on  every  batch. 
In  a  hospital  of  medium  size,  say  500  beds,  the  purchase 
of  dextrose  solutions,  dextrose-salines  and  normal  salines 
will  come  to  about  £1,500  per  annum.  The  second  alter- 
native is  to  provide  for  the  testing  for  pyrogens  by  a  labo- 
ratory set  up  for  the  purpose.  Pyrogen  testing  is  not  a 
matter  which  can  be  undertaken  by  any  pathology  labo- 
ratory technician.  The  techniques  have  been  carefully  built 
up  and  studied  by  pharmacists  and  should  be  carried  out  in 
laboratories  equipped  for  that  particular  purpose.  Perhaps 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  would  consider  opening  such  a 
reference  laboratory,  or  maybe  the  Ministry  of  Health 
would  provide  such  laboratories  to  serve  the  regions.  What 
would  it  cost  the  individual  hospital?  For  a  500-bed  hos- 
pital the  estimated  cost  for  producing  the  solutions  men- 
tioned is  less  than  £300  p. a.  This  figure  includes  the  rental 
of  capital  equipment  and  premises  at  4  per  cent.,  and  the 
salaries  and  wages  of  the  personnel  for  the  time  actually 
spent  on  these  jobs.  So  there  is  in  that  hospital  a  real  dif- 
ference of  over  £1,000  a  year  between  the  market  price 
and  the  production  price  of  its  intravenous  transfusion 
fluids.  To  lay  the  spectre  of  the  pyrogen  it  would  be  well 
worth  spending  £500  a  year  and  the  procedure  would  still 
show  a  handsome  profit.  A  laboratory  shared  by  a  group  of 
hospitals  in  a  region  could  well  be  maintained  on  those 
conditions  and  might  even  provide  opportunities  for  other 
biological  work  in  connection  with  hospital  pharmacy. 
Pyrogen-obsessed  enthusiasts  may  have  rendered  a  service 
in  forcing  this  matter  into  the  open,  but  only  if  the  whole 
matter  is  carefully  and  rationally  considered.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  Ministry  will  not  allow  itself  to  be  stam- 
peded into  vast  unnecessary  expenditure  concerning  pyrogens.

Various 
charges  have  to  be  added  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods  into 
stock.     Crude  drugs  and  essential  oils  vary  greatly  in  quality  and  higher  prices  are  charged  for  selected  qualities. 


London,  October  28 :  A  sharp  advance  in  the  price  of  Camphor  was  the 
most  important  feature  of  the  Crude  Drugs  market  during  the  week.  Values 
of  spot  supplies  rose  from  3s.  7^d.  to  about  4s.  3d.  per  lb.  for  Chinese 
powder  of  B.P.  quality.  The  prices  of  many  other  commodities  held  firm 
in  the  face  of  increasing  interest,  more  especially  in  commodities  known  to 
be  scarce  on  the  spot. 


Buchu  was  a  penny  per  lb.  dearer 
on  the  spot,  and  supplies  at  origin  are 
said  to  be  exhausted.  Shipment  offers 
of  Senega  were  at  least  Is.  3d.  per  lb. 
higher  than  spot  values.  Holders  of 
Italian  Squill  increased  their  quota- 
tions by  5s.  per  cwt.  compared  with 
the  previous  week.  Shellac  advanced 
by  a  similar  amount,  thus  wiping  out 
its  loss  in  the  previous  week.  Ship- 
ments of  shellac  from  India  to  the 
United  Kingdom  during  September 
amounted  to  6,692  packages  (against 
2,575  shipped  to  the  United  States  and 
5,234  to  Europe).  Spices  were  gener- 
ally dull;  all  varieties  of  Pepper 
declined,  but  Cinnamon,  though 
easier  than  in  the  previous  week,  was 
still  above  its  normal  value.  Aleppy 
green  Cardamoms  were  firm,  and 
Chinese  Menthol,  at  37s.

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WORLD  TRADE 

Germany  Trebles  Potash  Exports. — 

Potash  exports  by  mines  in  the  British 
and  United  States  zones  of  Germany 
rose  from  61,790  tons  (as  K20)  in  the 
second  quarter  of  1953  to  186,334  tons 
in  the  third  quarter.  Potash  produc- 
tion also  rose  in  the  period  under  re- 
view from  a  total  of  264,854  tons  to 
one  of  320,790  tons. 

Turkish  Valonia  Exports. — Exports 
of  valonia  from  Turkey  from  October 
1,  1952,  to  September  20  totalled 
13,330,720  kilos  worth  T£2,123,100. 
In  addition,  7,644,410  kilos  of  valonia 
extract  worth  T£4'9  millions  were 
shipped  abroad.  The  United  States 
was  the  main  buyer  of  valonia 
(6,070,000  kilos)  while  Bulgaria  took 
most  of  the  extract  (5,580,000  kilos). 

South  Africa's  Imports. — The  South 
African  Government  has  decided  to 
end  import  control  discrimination  in 
favour  of  the  sterling  area  from  the 
beginning  of  1954  and  to  allow  dollar 
goods  equal  competitive  facilities  in 
the  South  African  market.  Quotas  for 
importers  are  to  be  lowered  in  1954. 
For  raw  materials  they  are  to  be  at 
the  rate  of  55  per  cent,  of  the  total 
allocation  for  1953  and  for  consumer 
goods,  25  per  cent,  of  the  value  of 
imports  in  1948. 

Mozambique    Chemical    Imports. — 

The  Consul  General  in  Lourenco 
Marques  reports  in  an  article  in  the 
Board  of  Trade  Journal  (October  3) 
that  there  is  a  demand  for  heavy  and 
light  chemicals  for  agricultural,  indus- 
trial and  medicinal  uses  and  for  a 
wide  variety  of  pharmaceutical  pro- 
ducts in  Mozambique.  Imports  in 
1951  included:  Light  and  heavy  chemi- 
cals, £275,000  (United  Kingdom  15 
per  cent.);  medicines,  £367,000  (U.K. 
16  per  cent.,  Portugal  provided 
£109,000  worth,  the  United  States, 
Switzerland  and  Germany  also  being 
prime  suppliers);  perfumes,  £45,000 
(U.K.  39  per  cent.,  Portugal,  £20,000 
worth):  tooth-paste,  £16,000  (U.K.  80 
per  cent.);  soap,  £20,000  (U.K.  44  per 
cent.). 

Carnauba  Wax  Shipments. — The  In- 
stitute of  Vegetable  Oils  in  Brazil  is 
collaborating  with  the  Banking  Super- 
visory Department  of  the  Bank  of  Bra- 
zil with  the  object  of  avoiding  exports 
of  inferior  carnauba  wax.  American 
importers  allege  that  the  poor  quality 
and  high  price  of  carnauba  wax  are 
stimulating  the  search  for  substitute 
products.  The  Supervisory  Department 
has  hitherto  lacked  adequate  means  to 
guarantee  absolute  compliance  with 
export  standards,  but  will  henceforth 
be  assisted  by  technicians  from  the 
Vegetable  Oils  Department.  An  expert 
in  waxes,  attached  to  the  New  York 
University,  has  also  been  invited  to 
visit  producing  zones  and  report  on 
conditions.  The  inspection  of  merchan- 
dise for  exportation  has  been  tightened 
and  cases  of  fraud  have  come  to  light 
in  connection  with  shipments  of  car- 
nauba wax  from  one  of  the  North 
Brazilian  ports.  The  frauds  consisted 
in  incorrect  declarations  of  quality  and 
could  only  have  been  carried  out  with 
the  connivance  of  importers,  for  the 
purpose  of  creating  a  reserve  of  dol- 
lars in  New  York.
